The Marquess of Lansdowne to Mirza Mohammed Ali Khan, 


i, Foreign Office, April 1, 1902, 

‘DHE translation of a telegram addressed to you by the Mushir-ed-Dowleh 
respecting recent incidents in the neighbourhood of Mirjawa, which you were good 
enough to leave at the Foreign Office on the 24th instant, has been duly submitted 
to me. . 

T have the honour to acquaint you that the ‘circumstances referred to in this 
telegram have already formed the subject of communications between His Majesty's 
Minister at Tehran and the Attabeg-i-Azam. 

Sir A, Hardinge has explained to His Highness that, owing to the inaccuracy of 
the map on which the frontier-line was drawn by the Commissioners in 1896, some 
doubt exists as to the precise position of the boundary near Mirjawa, more especially 
as this portion of it was not at the time delimited on the spot, and he has suggested 
that further investigations on this point are desirable, 

T have every confidence that Sir A. Hardinge, to whom full instructions have 
been sent, will be able to arrive at a friendly solution of the question with the Grand 
Vizier; but 1 may add, for your information, that, in the meantime, in order to 
prevent any possible misconception as to the intentions of His Majesty's Government, 
orders have been given that, pending an agreement between the two Goveruments as 
to the exact position of the boundary-line, the post established by Captain Webb 
Ware will be withdrawn to a position on territory which is indisputably British, 

I think it right to add that the circumstances, as known to His Majesty’s 
Government, do not justify a demand for the punishment of the British officer 
goncemned, and that His Majesty's Government must decline to entertain that 
demand. 

His Majesty’s Government have, on the other hand, to complain of the unfriendly 
proceedings of the Persian Customs officials, and of the violent demeanour of one of 
them who fired at a British officer, and Sir A. Hardinge has been instructed to make 
ropresentations on the subject.

Cole) Aden, March 1, 1902. 
SINCE writing the above, Wabab has written saying that he has information of an 
‘Arab rising, in favour of the imam, on a large seale. I do not at present attach much 
importance to this, The whole of Yemen has been in a restless state for a year 
‘or more. ‘The feeling of discontent with Turkish rule appears to be very strong, 
End doubtless many would like to try conclusions with the Turks again, Some months 
‘zo we heard that there had been fighting in the country between Sana and Hodaida, 
and [heard a story of an attack on a Turkish detachment, or convoy, somewhere not far 
from Taiz; but as far as 1 know nothing of much importance thas taken place in the 
neighbourhood of the Aden Protectorate, and from such information as is at present avail- 
hile Tshould doubt whether the Arabs will be able to seriously shake the power of the 
‘Turks in Yemen, I am bound to add, however, that our information here, derived 
almost entirely from traders and Kafila people, is very seanty and unreliable, As far as 
T can sce at this moment the position of the Boundary Commission is not likely to 
be affected by the reported rising. If I get any definite news I will let you know at 
once,

Colonel Wahab to Brigadier-General Maitland. 


(Extract, Camp Dihala, March 8, 1902. 

THERE are reports of farther Arab successes, No doubt all these reports are 
much exaggerated, but there is something in them, Some troops wore sent away from 
‘Al Jalela a day: or two ago, and it is said that there are none left at Kataba now, Even 
here, within a few miles of them, it seems impossible to get an accurate estimate of the 
Turkish numbers, 

As regards strengthening our escort, { donot think anything hs occurred that 
would justity my asking for more men, Water is getting scarce, but otherwise there 
wonld be no difliculty in supplying a larger escort, and if we are to move about I would 
certainly like to have enough men to leave with our ration depdt, for it would hamper us 
very miich to have to carry a whole month's supply about with us, If, then, you can 
spire more infantry, and you think it advisable to send them, I should be glad to have 
them—it is, of course, for you to decide on what is best. We could send camels down, 
to Aden to bring up the extra men and supplies and so save hiring mute at presen 

It is very difficult to bring forward satisfactory proof that the Turks are putting 
pressure on the people in disputed territory, though there is very little doubt of it, It 
makes our position difficult, for we cannot make definite promises of support to people 
whom we may be obliged t6 throw over eventually ; that they are doing what they can 
to injure our position is evident from a letter which Muhammad Nasir Mukbil has sent 
to the Saiads of Dhubaiyat telling them not to assist us in any way as we are Kafira, &. 
‘This letter only came into our hauds a day or two ago, but we have heard of others, 
signed by a fictitious name (some Saiad or other), having been sent out in considerable 
numbers. 

T hope the Home Government will act on Lord Curzon’s suggestion and press the 
‘Purkish Government to remove Muhammad Nasir from the frontier. 1 have already 
mentioned in the diary that this man has been interfering in the ‘Tiban Valley, and this 
letter of his will, of course, be brought to the notice of Government in the next diary 
sent in. 

As regards the Tarkish Commissioners’ claim to the Sultan’s suzerainty over the 

country, I have repudiated it in the strongest way possible and assured them the 
British Government could not accept it, We cannot, however, compel them to accept 
our view; and thoogh T know Goverament do nat want to have diffelt questions raised, 
there was nothing for it but to refer this claim, as the ‘Turkish ease depends on it,

eae ot —Tnterviow with the Amir of Dthelo. The Amir claimed the Maferi 
tribe's under his jurisdiction, and produced in support of his claim a document, dated 
trv* 1938, from the then Imam of Sana, granting the Mafari tribe and district to the then 
Anis of Dthala, Hassan-bin-Abd Al Hadi Hassan Al Shafali, He stated that he himself 
fad collected revenue from his tribe ever since he was elected Amir in a.m, 1304, and 
That he had himself appointed Maltak and Ghalib Sheikhs of the tribe. During the 
resent year (A.H.) the Sheikhs of Matafari had been sumoned by the Turkish officials. 
Muttak declined the invitation, but Ghalib went and was appointed Sheikh. 

‘Note. Since the arrival of the Commission at Dthala, a body of ten to twelve 
armed Arabs has been sent by the ‘Turkish officials to garrison the stronghold of the 
Mafari, which is situate on a mountain 4 miles south-west of Dthala. 

January 28.—The Amir again came and produced his accounts from AL. 1310 to 
date, showing his actual receipts year by year from villages and tribes under him. Some 
Of these villazes lie in the Wadi Al Safiya, a few miles west of Kataba itself, and others 
Tre within 4 miles east of Kataba, at tho foot of the mountain range, bounding the Dthaln 
Plateru on the north, Among the entries are sums received annually from the Mehrabi, 
Humedi, and Abmadi tribes, who occupy the country between Jabal Jahat and the Wadi 
Tian, "Among the revenue-paying villages appear several Sbairi vila : 

Vanuary 29—The survey party, under Lieutenant Tandy, R.E., accompanied by 
Captain To and Mr. Bury, was sent to Jabal Harir with guides ond tribal escort supplied 
by the Aunis. A party of sappers and miners was sent to the village of Zubed to improve 
the pass called Nakil-al-Rabat, by which the Commission reached Dthala, ‘The Amir was 
fyait interviewed and questioned particularly about the receipt of revenue from certain 
willages, which are shown in the Reports of Captain Hunter in, 1880 and Captain Wabab 
jn 1892 to be in the occupation of the Turks. After much hesitation, the Amir explained 
this to be due to the intrigues of the late Native Assistant, Muhammad Saleh Jafar, who 
had demanded from him half his stipend, half the presents from the Aden Resideney, and 
halfof his revenue, and, on his refusal, became his enemy, which was apparent in the 
following instances, In att. 1803 the Turks occupied Al-Jaleli, and, on his becoming 
‘Amir in the following year, he complained of this aggression, but was told to keep quiet 
by Muhammad Saleh Jafar, and bis letters of complaint were withheld from the Resident, 
t he went to Aden to sce the Resident, and was never allowed by Mubammad Saleh 
‘afar to see him, though he waited for eighteen days 5 that he never received his stipend for 
years, though it was regularly drawn by Muhammad Saleh Jafar; that other letters 
Complaining of ‘Turkish aggression were also apparently withheld, as no notice was taken 
of them. 

‘January 30.—Interviewed the Mafaci Sheikhs. ‘They stated that the Mafari hav 
always been subject to the Amirs of Dthala, who, oesides having received the Mafivi 
country as a gift from the Imams of Sana, had also acquired the land by purchase from 
the tribe itself, and they produced the sale deeds in proof. "They stated, as ulready 
reported by the Amir, that last Rajab the Turks had summoned the Sheiks appointed by 
the Amir under threats of ruin should they fail to comply, and that through fear one of 
them, named Ghalib, bad submitted and had been appointed as Sheikh by the Turks, ancl 
fren orders to collet the revenue on their behalf That for this purpose Ghalib was 
fiven a Turkish offical and some Arab levies, who requisitioned at their pleasure till 
Major Davies’ arrival at Dthala in November last, when they left. ‘The tribe have thirty 
toro villages and number about 2,000 souls. ‘Their boundaries ares north, Jabal, Safi 
Saba; south, Mahrar in the Azraki country; cast, the Amir's country; west, the 
Hamada country. 

‘That the Mafari have made no ‘Treaty with the Turks, nor have they ever aequiesced 
in Turkish rale. 

‘Afterwards interviewed the Azraki Sheikh, who gave the boundaries of the Azraki 
‘country as follows :— 

North, the Mafari and Dthalu territory ; south, Safa Alta on the boundaries of the 
Houshabi and Alawi tribes near Wadi Milch ; east, the Amiri Valley of Zubed and the 
Sayads of Al Dthubiyat ; west, Jabal Mashwara, the Mebrabi and the Ahmadi. ‘The 
Azraki have thirty villages and number 800 souls. ‘That they had never come under the 
domination of the Turks, though frequently solisited, the last time being in Rajah of this 
year, We have asked for British protection. 
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January 31.—Interviewed the Amir of Dthala, who was questioned as to the position 
nd status of the Shairi tribe, and he replied that, until the arrival of the ‘Tarks, about 
twenty-five years ago, the Shairi had always been subject to the Amirs of Dthala. At 
that time there were rival claimants to the Amirship, and one of whom invited the 
assistance of the Turks and thus brought them for the first time on to the Dthala 
Plateau, with the result that the Turks occupied some of the Shairi villages. Even to the 
Present day, in time of war, the Shairi tribe are bound to gather round my standard 
without pay, and Tam responsible for any interference on their part with the caravan 
roads, 

Note-—The Shairi Sheikhs have admitted this statement to be correct at their inter= 
view on the 4th February, 1902. ‘The position of the Shairi with reference to the Amir 
is, therefore, the same as that of the Radfan and Halmin tribes as defined in the Treavy, 
dated the 2nd October, 1880 (p. 175, vol. xi, Aitchison’s Treaties), and would thus be 
included in the expression used in the ‘Treaty—aid all the tribes subject to me.” ‘The 
Amir further stated that he exercises jurisdiction over the Shai they interfere 
with the caravan roads, and imprisons them if they commit offences of this nature. ‘The 
Amir then produced documents of sale of the Mafnri lands. Please see abstract of 
documents contained in the Memorandum attached to my letter, Secret, dated the 12th 
February, to the address of the Resident at Aden, 

Certain Kotaibi Sheikhs were then interviewed, and expressed their willingness to 
permit 1 survey party to visit the Radfan range, 

‘The Shaibi Sheikhs were then interviewed. ‘The Shaibi are a branch of the Yafa and 
‘occupy the hill range north-east of the Dthala Plateau, After describing their sube 
divisions, villages and boundaries, they stated that about thirty years ago the ‘Turks first 
came to their country, and after collecting money retired. Five years after, the Turks 
repeated the same process. About twelve years ago, I and my father went to Aden to 
Muhammad Saleh Jafar and asked for British proteotion. He told us to write down the 
limits of our country, and when we had done #o, he said that, if we wanted British pro- 
tection, we must pay him, We said that the Turks had taken all we had and we could 
not do so. | He then told us to return to our country and collect the money and bring it 
to him, and we would then yet British protection. We returned to our country, but 
could collect nothing, and so did not return to Aden, ‘Three years alter our returi from 
Aden, the ‘Turks again came to us, We told them we were British subjects, but 
they said we were ‘Turkish, Wo then fought with them and captured their tents and 
they retired. The ‘Turks have never since entered our country, nor have we paid 
fibuteto them, We have now sent a sealed letter to the Resident at Aden asking for 
British protection, 

Felruary 1.—The Shaibi Sheikhs came to pay another visit and promised to 
cecont a survey party into their country, and arrangements for this will be made here- 
alter. 

Also interviewed the Dthambari, a Radfun tribe, with the same object in view. 

February 2.—Captain Tod and Lieutenant Tandy returned from Jabal Harir, having 
accomplished their object, ” 

February 8-—Sappers and miners returned fron clearing the Vakil Al Rabat,

entrance to which was stationed a guard of honour of about 100 rank and file com- 
‘manded by an officer, We were then met by Colonel Mustapha Remzi and his officers, 
and, after salutations, Lieutenant-Colonel Abud delivered Colonel Wahab's message of 
regret at being unable to call personally through indisposition, which was courteously 
responded to, We were then conducted to a tent where coffee and cigarettes were 
served. ‘The other Turkish officers present were Lieutenant-Colonel Ibrahim Scifi, the 
Military Kaimakem, the Governor of Kataba, and two junior officers. After general 
conversation, the business of the Commission was brosched by Lieutenant-Colonel 
Ibrahim Seif, who suggested that a convenient point to commence delimitation would be 
the Amir of Dthala’s territory to the east of Kataba. Colonel Mustapha Remzi then 
said he would return the visit next morning, and that this point could then be settled at 
an official meeting of the Commission. ‘The party then took leave, 

Sheikh Ahmad Muthano, of the Al Reshi, one of the head Sheikbs of the Shairi, paid 
us a visit. 

February 11.—The Turkish Commissioners returned oor visit, and were received 
with the same formalities as they had observed on our visit to them. After general 
conversation, the Commissioners adjourned to another tent and commenced business. 
Fall report ‘of what occurred at this meeting has been made in my letters, Secret, 
dite the 11th and 12th Febromry, and reltreoee made by telegram to the Secretary 
of State. 

February \2.—Wrote and dispatched letters Nos, 1 and 2 Secret, with accompani- 
ments, reporting what had occurred at tlie first sitting of the Commission, and inclosing 
an abstract of the case for the Amir of Dthala 

February 13.—'he Amir came and produced farther documents in proof of his status 
and position, One was very old and torn, and copy was produced, made by order of the 
then Imam about forty years ago, which stated that the original was a Firman signed by 
Murad Pasha and Sinan Pasha ‘on behalf of the “great Khalifa and Imperial Sultan,’ 
dated a.11, 982, confirming the Amir Shafili in his possessions between Selat Kataba 
and Sclat Milat and Raha, and from the Wadi Bana to the Wadi ‘Tiban, and granting 
him a monthly stipend of 80 oz, of gold from the city of Damar, and permitting him to 
levy a tax of 1} dollars on each loaded camel passing through his territory. 

‘Dhe second document is a copy of another old ‘Turkish Firman signed by Sinan Pasha 
i Ast, 1025, confirming the Amir in his possessions, 

Sniyid Ali Rudwan of Dthubiyat was received. 

‘Pho Kotaibi and Dthambari Sheikhs visited us, and arrangements were made for a 
survey party to visit their country. 

February 14.—Nothing of interest, 

February 15,—Received the post and orders to send ina weekly diary direct to the 
Government of India, 

In the afternoon a gymkhana was held to which the Turkish officers came by 
invitation, 

February 16.—Ali Mohsin Aekar, one of the principal Sheikhs of the Upper Yafs, 
visited us. Interviewed some Behan traders, Wrote up and dispatched diary up to and 
for the 9th February, 

February V7.—Interviewed the Behan traders again, Also interviewed one of the 
Mablai Sheikls, and arranged for a visit to his country of a survey part 

February 18.—Licutenant ‘Tandy and « survey party, accompanied by Majer Tod, 
marelied en route to the Radian country.

(Com AYE. the honour to invite « reference ta your ieter, dated the Bist Ootaber, 
1901, regarding the murder of Sheikh Seliman-bin-Diayel Khalifa and others of Babrei 
‘and to report that, in accordance with the request made by me to the Senior Naval Officer 
in the Gulf, His Majesty's ship “Sphinx” visited El Katif on the 2nd February for the 
purpose of inquiring from the local Turkish authorities what action had been taken to 
punish the perpetrators of the outrage, : 

Te will be seen from the report submitted to me by the Assistant Political Agent, 
Bahrein, copy of which is herewith forwarded, that the visit of the “Sphinx” did not 
produce any satisficlory result, as, indeed, it was hardly expected that it would. 
Whether it will have the indirect result of inducing the Turkish officials to. take any 
action, it is too early as yet to judge, It is possible, however, that the fact of His 
Majesty's ship “Sphinx” having visited Katif and failed to obtain any satisfactory reply 
from the ‘Turkish officials, as nlso the decidedly discourteous attitude of the local 
authorities towards the Commander and Assistant Political Agent, may give His 
Majesty’s Government an opportunity of making further representations to the Porte 
in the matter, It may, perhaps, be advisable to warn the Poite that, unless satisfactory 
‘assurances are given that steps will be taken to obtain redress; we shall have no option 
but to allow the Chief of Babrein to undertake measures of retaliation on the offending 
tribe.

__ His Majesty's ship “Sphinx ” called at Babrein on the 1st instant, and, in accordance 
with your instructions, { accompanied Captain Kemp on the following morning to Ras 
Tanoora, which was reached on the same day at 2 Pat. On the arrival of the Sphinx 
at the ‘ ca mentioned the tide was found to be unfavourable, and the visit to the 
i D 
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Koimakam of Katif had to be put off till the following morning. At about 8 paar. that 
crening an oficial sent by the Katmakars boarded His Majesty's ship. Syblax ” to make 
the usval inquiries as to the reasons for the vessel calling in those waters, and he was 
informed to the effect that we hud come from Bahrein, and requested him to convey our 
compliments to the Kiimakam, and inform him that we would call on him in the 
morning. 

We started at 7°30 a.at. on Monday for Katif, taking the channel round the northern 
side of Taroot Island, and subsequent to our departure a quarantine officer loarded the 
“Sphinx,” and finding that we had lef, followed us up and told us thar there was quaran- 
tine against all arrivals, and if we had any communication to make to the Kaimakam, we 
hd better do it in writing, and he was told the information should have been communi 
cated on the previous night and we could not turn back from our purpose. On nea 
the town, we found the water so shallow that we had to stop about « mile above it and 
wade for half the distance on a dry bank, where donkeys were obtained to take us to the 
shore, We were met bya small body of soldiers, who attempted to repel us on the 
grounds of quarantine, but subsequently allowed us to proceed and detained us at a hut 
which they said was the custom-house, 

‘The Kaimakam sent an Agent, named Mohamed Bes, having the civil rank of 
Beem Beshi, to make inquiries about our visit, and told us to send a writtren cominunica- 
tion of what we had to say to the Kaimakam, Captain Kemp informed him that he had 
much to communicate, and owing to the long distance the ship was anchored from Katif, 
it was impessible to carry on correspondence with any dispateh, and he must see the 
Kaimakam without delay. After an hour's detention, thie Agent returned and attempted 
farther evasions, and Captain Kemp strongly protested at the behaviour of the Kaimakam, 
and demanded an immediate reply as to whether he would give hiim an audience or not, 
and if it was a question of quarantine, to be definitely informed as to the number of days 
the vessel had todo, ‘The Agent did not return, and after waiting for him about two 
hours, Captain Kemp sent another message by’ the officer of the soldiers, who were 
attending to us, and getting no reply, a feint was made to leave, and when we got into 
our boat and put off, n messenger arrived in haste, stating that the Kaimakam wished to 
see us and hoped we would return, 

We disembarked und walked up to the Kalmakam’s house, where we were received 
with a guard of honour (?) who presented arm, and the Kaimakam with nine members 
of the Municipal Council at the entrance. After the exchange of the usual greetings, 
Captoin Kemp expressed his regrets at the manner in which we were treated, and, in reply, 
the Kutuakan pretended that he had no information belore we reached the town about 
the ships arrival, and as it was unusual for a foreign ship of war to call there, they did not 
Know what to do, and hoped we would overlook the matter. Captain Kemp. then 
informed him the reasons of our visit, and advised him to permit those whom he did not 
desire to hear the conversation to take their leave, ‘The Kaimakam took us to an 
audjacent chamber and called in the members of the Council, and the inquiries regarding 
the steps taken by the ‘Turkish authorities in the cases mentioned in your letter, dated the 
27th December, 1901, to the Senior Naval Officer, Persian Gulf Division, were made, 
‘To all the questions ‘put to him by Captain Kemp, the Kaimakim replied to. the effect 
that the officer during whose incunibeney the murder and piracies occurred was away on 
leave, and as he himself had only been acting in the post for about fifteen days, he 
consequently new nothing of the eases or what has been done in them, He abo 
remarked that in such matters he believed that it was usual for a foreign Government to 
refer theit cases to the Porte and have orders issued to the Governor-General of the 
locality in which they occur, and in this instacce Captain Kemp had better write to him 
on the subject, when he would transmit it on to the Mutessarif of Al Hasa tor orders, 
Captain Kemp told him that tie wou'd report his replies to bis Government, and requested 
that in the meantime he would communicate with the Mutessarif of Al Hasa as early as 
possible and obtain information relative to the cases in question. 

‘The Kaimakam was very reticent regarding the atlitude of the Arabs in the district, 
‘and delared that all was quiet and orderly. After our interview with the Kaimakam, we 
‘attempted to return to His Majesty's ship “ Sphinx,” but the condition of the tide did’ not 
allow of our boat to cross the ford about half-a-mile above the town, and we had to retura 
to Katif, and asked the Katmakam for shelter. A room on the ground-floor was allotted 

the office of the shipping master, on the upper story of which a small detachment 
of soldiers in charge of treasure for the pay of the troops io Katr, were quartered. ‘The 
Kuimakam sent us a dinner and some bedding, and on the following morning he also gave 
uus some breakfast in the same quurters, As we had to wait for the tide to rise high 
enough to allow of our boat passing the bar at the ford, Captain Kemp desired to see the

‘The population of the whole 
district fs estimated at 40,000 souls, and turn out about 4,000 fighting men, mostly armed 
with modern rifles. 

Katif proper is known as the Kelat, and is entirely surrounded by date trees, except 
‘on a sivall portion on the west side, where dilapidated fort with walls 20 feet high is 
visible, ‘The population of the town is stated to be about 7,000. ‘The revenue obtaiued 
by the Turks is estimated at 12,000 Turkish liras annually. ae. 

‘The Turks have about sixty infantry and forty cavalry stationed in the district and 
distributed in the villages. ‘There are no field batteries or modera cannon, and the only 
‘cannon kept for the protection of Katif are two brass and a large number of iron muzzle-

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loaders of ancient type, for which a large quantity of ball is kept in stock at Katif and 
but the supply of powder is said to be insignificiant. 

‘The appronches to Katif by water are difficult, and that round the northern end of 
‘Tarut Island can only be navigated at high water by vessels drawing about 5 feet, and at 
low water sovall boats may only approach to within a mile. 'Tbe proper channel is to the 
south of the town, but only navigable for bouts drawing not more than 6 fect. 

Katif is in postal communication with Bussorah vid Al Hasa, to which the carrier 


takes twenty-four hours and caravans three days, From Al Hasa to Bussorah, the post 
takes about seven days.

complained), and were told they would be fired on unless they turned back. T wrote a 
strong remonstrance about this, and pointed out that we made no difficulties about their 
coming to the Amir's market at Dthala, where, as a matter of fact, they got a good deal 
of thoit supplies, An answer has come shirking the point, and saying that what ceally was 
done was really to direct our soldiers, ‘*Soldats armés i Ia route Dali-Djelilé qui est 
Iaissde ouverte et libre A Ia circulation, Cette manidre agit est eonformément. & un 
Article de notre Reglement sur le service en campagne.” I have written back repeating 
what I had said first, that none of our soldiers were there, that these were only unarmed 
camelmen, and that I considered it an unfriendly act, especially as it took place in a part 
of the country under dispute, and where neither party, therefore, has any right to close 
the road to the other. I put this very plainly, as it is evident they are trying to 
exclude us from all disputed territory while treating it as if it already belonged to 
them, It is very unfortunate that our Government did not make the evacuation of all 
disputed places “a preliminary condition, As it is, the Turks have in the last few 
months oceupied a number of coinmanding positions; while Jalcli itself is so situated 
448 to make it impossible to cross from Dihala to the other end of the valley without 
going right under the eyes of their garrison.

WITH reference to my despatch No. 122 of the 9th instant, I have the honour to 
transmit to your Lordship herewith translation of an interesting article which has 
appeared in the official “ Journal du Ministdre des Finances” with regard to the Ibusso- 
Persian Loan and Persia’s financial rolations with Russia and England, 

After a brief review of Persia’s financial history during the first four years of the 
present Shah's reign, the article refers to the loan made to Persia in 1900 by the 
ersian Loan Bank, and dwells upon the important development of this institution 
which, in addition to those already established at Restt and Tabriz, proposes 
shortly to open branches at Meshed and Ispahan, ‘This development. assists 
the expansion of Russian political and commercial influence. ‘Tho. experimental 
journey to the Persian Gulf of the “Komilof,” with Russian wares, having proved 
comparatively successful, it has been decided to establish a regular service of Russian 
steamers to the Gulf ports,

If the trade of Aden is considered of importance, it is absolutely necessary to keep 
the Tiban Valley in our hands as far up as we ean. Tt is the obvious routo for a roa 
or arailway to the highlands of Yemen. ‘The people want us, and have shown their 
good-will practically by taking our surveyors all over it, anid it will be looked on by 
all the tribes as desertion if wo let them go now. ‘This is not a point that it would be 
proper for me to raise, but it ought to be kept in mind; and it is possible that nore 
active measures may have to be taken to stop encroachments in the ‘Tiban Valley on 
the north of the Haushabi limits, where Mahommed Nasar Mukhbil is: again active, 
‘The Ahmadi Sheikh sent word to us that he has written to them, and threatenod to 
enter their country with a Turkish foreo. ps yout have direct information from 
that quarter through the Haushabi Sulta haye hat no ne yy sort from 
the Yafai border of late.

IN my letter dated the 20th November, 1901, I stated, with reference to’an 
inclosure in a letter from General Schneider, Resident at Aden, dated the 19th March, 
LATS, that certain words in brackets, viz. (country not belonging to the Amis)? 
although found in the English translation of the paper, were notin the Arabie origina 
sso that they were not the Amir's words, but a remark interpolated by Saleh Jaffer, the 
Native Assistant Resident, 

2. Tam sorry to be obliged to report. that, although the last part of the statement 
1 correct it has been discovered that there is no Arabie original of the paper now 
in existence, It is obvious that in such a matter as this the Resident is ¥euy. much 
in the hands of his Arabic office, and it is only by chance that it has come te 
knowledge that 1 was misinformed in making ‘the statement aboe mentnnet 
trust that no harm has been done in this instance by the error, whieh T exceedingly 
rogret. 

5. For facility of refereneo I incluse a copy of the inclosnre to General Schneider's 
letter, together with an extract from the letter itself, ‘The document is heated 
“Statement nmiade by the Amir of Dthali,” aud it purporls to relate, in the Amive 
oun words the inronds made by the Turks on hig tervitory, in the early part of 1876, 
notwithstanding the orders issued by the Ottoman Government to its local officiels te 
reftain from interference with IMhali, It will be olxetved that the narrator uses the 
first persons that is to any, tho Amir spenks of “my country” and of “a fort 
Helonging to me.” But the words in question (country not belonging to the 
Atnir),” on which apparently the Governor-General of Yemen bases the claim to eertete 
districts put forward in his telegram of the 23rd October, 1901, inclosed in my despatch 
dated the Ist November, 1901, are in the thin person, and are in brackets. "They are 
clearly an interpolation by the writer of the paper, inserted by way of comment ne 
explanation, There is a similar interpolation earlier in the paper, in which the writes 
explains (for the benefit of General Schneider) that “after the Lid” means the ond oe 
January, 

4. Tho paper is in the handwriting of Salah Jaffer, the late Native Assistant, who 
was afterwards found to be entirely untrustworthy, It in possible that no Arabic 
original ever existed, as the Amir was in Aden at the’ tine, and Salah Jatler might 
have taken down the statement from his lips, In. this ease it is-not wholly improbette 
that the romark in brackets was wilfully added in order to damage the Amis. 

‘The Turkish claim, resting on the words in brackets, seems to me to be of the 

iy descripiion, but it derives a certain importance at’ the present moment from 

the fuct that the Ottoman Boundary Commissioners have again brought it forward ee

Customs, and on their replying in the negative, took them to see the Sheikh, who 
entertained them with coffee. He appears to have told them that he feared the 
advent of the Belgian Customs, the establishment of which he intended to oppose. He 
probably, however, would not dare to do so should the new Administration determine to 
bring the place under their control. Asalu, like other of the smaller ports between 
Bushire and Lingah, is of no great importance from a trade point of view. It gets its 
supplies chiefly from Babrein, and it is a convenient port of entry for arms from Muscat, 
which, however, are brought in with facility anywhere along the coast where purchasers 
may arrange to have them brought. Leaving Naband Bay next morning we stopped for 
a short while at the island of Sheikh Shuaib, where some of the party landed and where 
anxiety was again expressed as regards their association with the Belgian Customs, 

We reached Lingah on the 19th, Here I received a visit on board from the Deputy~ 
Governor which | returned the same day. I visited the Bazaar, which appears to be in 
a flourishing state. ‘here is an Armenian Customs official at this port and a goud 
deal of dissatisfaction, however, was expressed owing to the orders received from 
Bushire, and recently issued, to the effect that in future the 5 per cent. duty is to be 
levied on all imports and exports, notwithstanding the fact that the goods exported haye 
already paid the 5 per cent, import duty. ‘The prosperity of Lingah depends almost 
entirely on its being the distributing centre for the Arab coast on the opposite side of the 
Gulf, and hitherto the Persian Customs authorities, who are well aware of this fact, have 
always had a special rate of duty applicable to goods re-exported from Lingah, On the 
establishment of the Belgian Customs Administration 1 had occasion to bring the com- 
plaints of our Lingah traders who objected to pay the 5 per cent. duty on imports and 
exports to the notice of the late M. Simais, Director-General of Customs at Bushire, and 
he informed me that he did not intend to alter the hitherto prevailing Lingah rates. He 
showed me avery able note written in English by M, Mirzayantz, then Customs Mudir 
at Lingah, containing a clear exposition of the trade conditions prevailing at Lingah 
and showing the necessity of treating the port from the Customs point of view ina special 
way. The present action of the Custoins Administration if persisted in cannot, in my 
opinion, have any other effect than to ruin the trade of Lingah port, and it is difficult to 
comprehend why so short-sighted a policy is being followed, One of the merchants, 
who owns two trading vessels trading between India and Lingah, told me that he intended 
to send goods direct to the Arab coast, others informed me that they would arrange for 
steamers to land their goods on the Arab coast without calling at Lingah, and inquiries 
were made regarding Bassidore, which, it was, considered might well take the place of 
Lingah as the trade emporium for the Arab coast. So long, however, as equality of 
treatment is shown to our traders as compared with others we have not, I imagine, any 
just cause for complaint. Iam waiting to see what effect the new order issued by the 
Customs will have and will, if necessary, submit a special Report on the subject. No 
rain had fallon at Lingah for thirteen months ; the water reservoirs were all empty and 
water was being brought from a considerable distance, to the great inconvenience of the 
inhabitants. 

From Lingah we proceeded to Bassidore, where I landed, and made a careful 
inspection of our station. I propose to submit a separate Report about this place. We 
then proceeded to Kishm; on our arrival the Sheikh sent some of his people off to the 
ship to express his regret for not being able to visit me, owing to illness. I sent 
Captain Boxer, Assistant Resident and His Britannic Majesty’s Vice-Consul at Bunder 
Abbas, to call on the Sheikh and to give him a present, which I had brought for him, 1 
also landed and went over the town, which appears to be ina state of rapid decay. A 
great part of the town is in ruins, and the place appears to be of little or no commer 
importance. The new Customs Administration have an official at Kishm, and the chiet 
topic of conversation was regarding the Customs, the establishment of which is much 
disliked by the Sheikh and people of the place. The Sheikh made anxious inquiries 
from Caplain Boxer as to the degree of protection which he would anjoy if he went over 
to Bassidore. He also said that he had received a visit from the Russian Consul, who 
went to Bunder Abbas in the “ Varyag,” and crossed over to Kishm in a native boat, 
and that the Consul had asked him to undertake the agency at Kishm of the Russian 
steamers trading in the Gulf, but that he declined the offer, 

From Kishm we visited Hormiz, where we found an agent of the Moin-ut-Tajar, 
who has the lease of the island, We saw a large quantity of red oxide ready for export 
to England by one of the Strick line of s pected to call shortly.

purpose, but that it was not so much this demand as another—not affecting, in 
opinion, any English interest—which was now blocking a settlement. 

If it were not for the question of principle (by which Mr. Griscom understood 
him to mean the control over Persian policy which the exclusive right of advancing 
money secured under the late Loan Contract had given Russia), he would not have 
objected to an English advance. Such an advance made to help the Shah to spend 
his people's money in Europe would have been utilized by the Russians for the purpose of 
an anti-English agitation, ‘with which,” he said, “we would have made Persia ring 
from end to en 

‘This admission, token in connection with M. Grube's. statement as to his power of 
starting Bazaar rumours, throws, perhaps, a significant light on one of those rumours 
which recently reached me, to the effect that the Mollahs were agitating against a new 
proposed “ English loan.” : 

M. Grube went on to speak of the Belgians in the Persian service, and boasted that 
he had them all under bis thumb, including M. Naus, though the latter had at first made 
‘an attempt to assert himself against him, He ascribed this to the wholesome fear produced 
by Russia's suecess in procuring the dismissal of Mr, Maclean, Shortly after that incident, 
M, Naus had come to see him, and had asked him what. view M. de Witte took of the 
work of the Belgian officials in Persia, He had answered that M. de Witte’s views with 
respect to them were derived from his (M. Grube's) reports, which, up to the present, he 
had significantly added, had been favourable, He believed that this hint bad been 
effective, and although he wos careful not to use the curb too ostentatiously, that the 
Belgians knew Russia had her finger on it, 

‘On Mr, Griscom’s suggesting, half in jest, that after Mr, Maclean's removal. an 
American might have been put in, instead of a Belgian, as Head of the Persian Mint, since 
Americans were very capable in such matters, M. Grube laughed, and said he was not 
quite sure that what Russia most wanted was a really capable man there. “ We look,’ 
he remarked, “on you Americans as our equals, but I do not know that we should be 
prepared to pay the aame compliment to the Belgians.” 

M. Grobe is inclined to talk rather too frankly, and I think that his consciousness of 
the important political position which he occapies here as the de facto equal of the 
Russian Minister and holder of Persia's purse-strings, may have led hiin to exaggerate the 
greatness of his influence; but the views expressed by him aro, [ venture to think, worth 
noting, in so far as they indieate—which within certain limits they probably do—the inner 
mind of M. de Witte. 

Mr, Griscom tells me M, Argyropoulo’ has expressed himself, in conversation with 
him, as strongly opposed to the Shah's proposed journey to Europe,

provisions there, though these provisions actually came from Seistan, and were only in the 
village owing to the courtesy of the Persian authorities in relaxing in favour of the British 
outposts the rule against the export of grain, 

Naus assured me that his officers bad no political views. or predilections, ‘They 
simply did as they were told by their superiors, and their orders having been in. the 
resent instance to establish Customs posts at various points invicited on official inape, 
which had been not only accepted but actually drawn up by the Government of tnd 
belonging to Persia, they had gone to the frontier for that purpose sans urridre-pen

T HAVE the honour to report that disturbances in Shiraz, which at one’ moment 
threatened to become serious, have resulted in the temporary and probably final recall 
from Fars of His Royal Highness the Shoa-es-Sultaneb, we 

It has been a little difficult to disentangle from the mass of conflicting telegrams 
which have reached me on the subject the real origin and character of these disturb~ 
ances, but it seems pretty clear that their determining cause was the return’to Shiraz 
of the Kawantal-Mulk, yon qoairel with: the Parfan: Goveror-Gouaral aud. cones. 
quent removal from Fars formed the subject of my despatch No. 104 of the 4th July 
last. 
‘The intrigues of this important local magnate with the Mullahs, principal mor- 
chants, and other wealthy citizens of Shiraz, all of whom had been aggrieved by the 
exactions and somewhat harsh and highhanded rule of the young Prince, resulted in a 
strong demonstration some ten days ago against his continuance in offiee as Goyernor- 
General. To this he appears to have replied by organizing a counterdemonstration on 
the pat of the populace, with the consequence that for nealy a weak the Bazaars, vere 
closed, and the city terrorized by rival mobs, whilst the Princo was shut up in his 
Palace, and his chief opoonents in sanctuary’ in the mosques. ‘The mob favourable 
to the Prince was the stronger of the two; it wrecked the Persian Government Telegraph 
office, and invaded and threatened to destroy that of the Indo-European ‘Velograph 
Department, ‘The Manager of the latter, Mr, Wartenby, telegraphed to me that it was

He added that they hnd reproached him for stating in an 
official note to me that the Rassian Governmont had refused to permit that of Persia to 
Accept our proffered advance, tls, as they put it, “making bad blood between the 
British and Russian Governments.” They wanted him simply to reply that the Persian 
Government was precluded by its loan contract from neeepting our offer, and it was 
owing to their insistanee on this that he liad been so slow in answering my note, till T 
pressed him so hard that he could no longer refuse to do so. On my remarking that, in 
reply to our inquiries on the subject at St, Petersburgh, the Russian Government had 
seemed to wish to throw the responsibility for the rejection of our advance on the Banque 
des Dréts, he laughed, and said that they had given bit very plainly to understand that 
its acceptance would be highly displeasing to Russia, and might be fraught with serious 
consequences to Pers i‘ : ) 

His Highness adverted to the pipelines question, and said he hoped that His 
Majesty's Government would appreciate the tenacity with which he had resisted M, de 
Witte’s pressure on this point. I said I felt sure that the firmness shown by him would 
be regarded as a sriking proot of his desire to maintain good relations between our 
tivo Governments, adding that it had been. amply justified by success, and had proved 
that the Russian Government could be made to yield by a vigorous opposition on the 
part of Persia to extreme and unreasonable demands. I urged him to be equally 
Vigilant and resolute in examining and discussing the details of the loan contract, and 
above all to sign no Agreement limiting Persia’s borrowing power after 1910. His 
Highiness observed, with that indifference to anything but the immediate present which

It is no doubt a somewhat ‘serious matter that a sum equivalent to nearly a 
quarter of the revenue of Persia should be paid for at least eight years into a Russian 
Banks or rather to the Russian Government, to be used by it for pushing, Russian 
political and commercial interests in opposition to those of Great Britain. Never- 
theless, it is quite possible that. the conclusion of the present Loan, if entailing no 
more dangerous condition than the Tabreez road, combined with its ‘postponement to 
the eve of the Shah's journey, and the detestation with which it is consequently 
regarded by the clergy and people, may not only not permanently injure, but may to 
some extent be made to subserve, British interests. General Kossakovsky, in the course 
of visit which he paid me yesterday, certainly expressed, whether sincerely or not

It was 
fodged with a banker here, bot was withdrawn when he went to Tehran, It must be 
reniembered that Haji Ali Kun Khan is the diplomat of the party, and is said to dominate 
the councils of the Chiels, It may be that outside the personal question consideration 
has been given to Russian influences, or a desire to conciliute the Russians. 1 understand 
that the Chiefs had, when passing near here, communication with the Russian Consul, and 
he gives out that they have been to see the Russian Minister. 

With reference to the expenses incurred and the amount of work done, as far as T 
could judge from the accounts which I saw, the Khans have reason to complain, | Mr. Lyach 
throughout has shown a lack of business capacity.

‘The cavalry, mounted on good servicenble little animals for the veight they have to 
carry, were formed up in four squadrons, each squadron earrying its own eoloure and 
boing divided into two separate troops of twenty-two to twenty-six files. In addition 
were three other troops of the new Shah Sevend recruits, 

‘The men rode in Cossack saddles, with snaflle bridles, and carried no rifles. When 
rifles are carried they are slung.

I HAVE just received your letter of the 17th February regarding the Bakht 
road. 

According to my ideas, and taking into consideration the state that Arabistan was 
in last year (as you say, practically «famine prevailing oyer the country), it does not 
seem to me that the road did so very badly. 

In Persia, barring the ryot, there is no one so conservative as the Charvadar, 
have found this over and over again in my tours; they will do anything to get out of 
leaving the beaten or known track. At the same time, it is but natural that. the 
muleteers should stick to the main Bushire road—they know that they are secure of 
Kaus at the other end; by yours they are in the dark—they may get loads or may not. 
Your people may guarantee them work for the return journey, but this guarantee they 
take at the same value that they would an ordinary Persians, “ 

You are quite wrong, I ean assure you, as regards adverse influences being brought 
to bear on the road. No one thinks of such a thing, except the Russian Consul here; 
he tries to influence the Bakihtiaris to our detriment. T could not advise you to expend 
any money in the way you suggest ; it would be a useless expenditure, and would only 
induce people in the future to look for further “douceura” of the same kind and not 
getting them, cause trouble on the road, so as to make you pay x 

Mirza Fazlullah Khan, your agent, has been working hard to get mules for the 
telegraph stores. He has heen several times lately with me regarding this matter. H, 
has sent off some 150 mules already; he has promises for about another 100, which 
will be enough for what stores you may have.

With regard to the establishment of his post in Kohi-Malik Siah, I drew his attention, 
in the terms of Government of India’s telegram, dated the 2nd July, 1901, to your 
address, to the fact that I have been instructed, with reference toa Customs post. at 
Hormuk, that my Government regarded it as of amuch importance that his post on our 
frontier should have the powers of a first-class Customs Bureau.

February 28, 1902.—Reeeived a Ietier from Colonel Mustapha Remzi Bey, com- 
plaining of the presence of a surveyor in disputed territory, to which we replied that 
re were aware that on their side they frequently visited villages also in dispute, and 
that we claimed the same freedom of setion as they themselves exercised.

Declaration of 1862, against the assertion of the claim contained in his letter of the 
23rd January to the Sultan, and now taken up by Commodore Kiesel. 

I feared that my refraining from doing so might, in any case, assist. the French 
pretension and encourage them to further assert themselves. On the other hand, if I 
addressed a protest in which I must necessarily quote the Sultan, it would be embroiling 
him with the French to an unfair extent, if His Majesty's Government do not intend to 
stand by the dictum of 1891, Moreover, it seemed possible that the French Commodore 
and Consul, who have been in. frequent telegraphic communication with M, Delcassé, 
might be acting on some concession already obtained from His Majesty's Government of 
which information has not yet reached me, 

Under the above circumstances and in the hope that the negotiations in progress 
between our two Governments will be held to have already gone too far to be upset or 
vitiated by any present action or inaction on the part of theiragents on the spot, I decided 
to do nothing in the presence of the “Catinat” pending instructions from Government, 
and trust that the Sultan's case will not be prejudiced thereby. 

Phe * Catinat." has just left for the Persian Gulf, intending to return on the 27th, 

While I have no desire to magnify difficulties, the Government of India will perhaps 
believe that with the Sultan no longer able to see ahead and leaving himself entirely in my 
hands, my present position, as well as his, is somewhat, anxious and delicate, and T there- 
fore earnestly hope that the decision of His Majesty’s Government as to whethor they can

is the more disposed to look favourably on the Persian proposals inasmuch as the 
abrogation of the present Customs régime would involve the reciprocal abolition of 
the 12 per cent. export duty now levied by ‘Turkey on goods exported to Persin and by 
Persia on goods exported to Turkey—a Durden which has gone far to kill the direct 
trade between the two countries. 

T gather, however, that nothing will be decided until the return of the Persian 
Ambassador, who has gone to Madrid to represent the Shah at the coronation of the 
King of Spain.

‘Turkish occupation of Amit’s territory, which have recently come into my possession. 
‘These are significant as showing that orders given by the Porte for the evacuation of the 
‘Auir’s territory ave been disregarded by the local officials at: Kataba, and also as an 
ddinission by the Turkish Government of the Amir’s claims to the whole country between 
the Selat Kataba and Selat Hardaba, inclading Jabal Jihat. 

. The first is from Ahmad Mathanner and Husen Zindani, Sheikh of Jihas, to the 
Mutecsarif of Taiz, and the Kalmakam of Kataba, stating that Amir Ali Mukbil had 
ritten to them to say he had been reinstated, and asking if this were true, ‘The reply, 
a the same piece of paper in the original, states that, the Porte had ordered the restora 
tion of the Amir's territory, and the withdrawal of Turkish troops from the whole of it. 
‘The state of affaits on this frontier is fally described on page 39 of the Account of the 
‘Arab Tribes,” by Captain Hunter, and the orders of the Turkish Government referred to 

‘sand in the letter marked 2, would appear to be the result of the reference by His 
Majesty's Government noticed on the same page. Letter No. 2, written by Muhatamad 
Ali, presumably Command Kataba, to Husen Zindani, about 1879, shows that the 
Porte did not at that time sanction any encroachment on the Amir’s territory. 

“Phe withdrawal promised was not, apparently, carried out, anv! on the 24th May, 
1880, Major Goodfellow, Political Resident at Aden, wrote to the Governor-General of 
Yemen remonstrating against the interference of the Turks in Dthala territory. Ismail 
Huki Pasha replied, stating that the troops stationed at Kataba were merely Kept there to 
preserve order, and that strict orders had been given, to the local Commandant to abstain 
Hom all interference in the Amir's country. ‘The account given in supplementary 
tinue 40 of the above-quoted Report shows that the situation remained unaltered, in spite 
of these assurances. 

t. Letter No. 3 was written by the Governor-General of Yemen, Ahmad Paizi Pasha, 
about 1805, to the present Amir. This also clearly implies that the Porte had ordered: 
the restitution of the Amiv’s territory. ‘The letter, however, was intercepted by the local 
‘oficials at Kataba, and was only obtained by the Amir since the arrival of the Br 
Commissioners at Dthala. Letter No. 4, dated in 1897, from the Commandant at K 
to Salch, Sheikh of Jihaf, and son of Sheikh Husein, of Jihaf, also admits the re 
biders from the Governor-General of Yemen forbidding troops from entering Jabal 
Lind significantly warns him that these orders are being Kept back by the local 
Kaimakam, 

‘5. It tems evident from these papers that the Porte and its higher, officers have 
acted fa good faith, but that orders, repeatedly given, have been disregarded by the local 
officials for their wn purposes. And I would venture to suggest that, as the Turkish 
Government has wot so far committed itself to any occupation of the disputed territory, 
but bas, on the other hand, consistently ordered its local officers to abstain from encroach = 
‘ent, it may still be possible to avoid any further inconvenience by insisting on the orders 
already given being strictly carried out.

Colonel Mustafa said it had been done by 
the Civil Sub-Governor of Kataba, and that he was not under his orders, He then 
promised to refer to his Government, Colonel Wahab then complained of the behaviour 
of Muhammad Nasir Mukbil in addressing improper letters to Sheikhs under British 
protection, ond reminded him that this was the very man who was the cause of the 
Addavgja incident, and Colonel Mustafn eventually promised to write to the Mutessavif of 
Vaiz. on the subject.

British Beluchistan through Seistan was a stop in the direction of spreading British 
influence in South-Eastern Persia, the importance of which we have, unfortunately 
hardly appreciated. Until the construction of this road, Seistan was cut off from the 
yalloys of India by waterless, and, therefore, impassable, tracts of country. ‘the 
Ju have bored wells, built caravan shelters and forts, to protect the roads trom 
hi attacks. Now British forces can, without any difficulty, be brought: from 
Quetta to the Seistan frontier. 

From the incident which we have mentioned of the Russian naturalist, it, may be 
seon with what sans géne the British feel at liberty to act in Persia itself, ‘Cho utter 
absence of all opposing influence has encouraged England to pursue this policy still 
further in that direction, 

It is evident that at the present moment the Anglo-Indian forees must have pene 
trated to a considerable distanco into Persia in order to have called forth a protest on 
the part of the Shah’s Government. If we now leave the matter to be negotiated 
between the British and Persians, the result may prove very prejudicial to our 
interests, Undoubtedly, all the respresentatives of the Persian Administration along 
the borders of British Béluchistan have been bought with British gold, Many of them 
haye long been in British pay, as have also some of the Beluch Chiefs. 

If tlie question of the occupation by Sepoys of points on Persian territory is left 
to the examination of British Agents only, in communication with the local Governor, 
or even with Persian Plenipotentiaries, sent from Tehran, it may easily he shown that 
the English acted correctly, and only occupied what belonged to them by right, 

It is therefore necessiry that, to the point where the territorial rights of Persia 
have been infringed upon, we should sond Russian Plenipotentiaries to carry out, in 
conjunction with the Persian authorities, a precise examination of the whole question 
in dispute. We need not talk of Boundary Commissions, or agree to a proposal for 
delimitation, even if it were to come from England, ‘That is a question for the future, 
and at present it is only necessary to restore the status quo. We cannot continue to 
leave South-Eastern Persia to the merey of England—the question affects our most 
Vital interests. We have for long tried to avoid a “Seistan question,” but, if cireum- 
stances demand it, we must bring it forwanl. It would appear that in view of the 

resent postion of affairs it would be best and most opportune to decide upon this 
tter course,

Now that we have been foreibly prevented from using animals we shall be obliged 
to yield, and send the cargo by tramway, paying 2 kerans per kharwar of 630 Ihs., a8 
per the orders from his Highness Atabeg Azem, but we protest, most strongly against 
this arbitrary action, and would ask you to be good enough to inform the Consul-General 
at Bushire of same, and ask him to report the matter by telegraph to His Majesty's 
Minister at our expense.

Upon Mr. ‘Taylor's arrival Shoikh Handal called and communteated this order to 
us, We replied that we did not accept such order, and insisted upon our right to use 
als, and further stated that we intended doing so until stopped forcibly, At first 
kh Handal intended preventing us getting hold of the mules, but after much argu- 
ment and explanation on our part that such a course would only prolong matters and 
force us to purchase animals, he gave way and left the muleteers free to come to us and 
Joad, but stated that he would prevent them leaving our compound with the loads. 
Consequently, yesterday morning, we procured sixteen mules and proceeded to load 
them, Whereupon two of the Sheikh’s armed servants appeared, and when the first 
tree animals had erossed the gateway of our compound, escorted by Mr. Taylor and 
‘aptain Adey, these, two officials seized hold of their halters and forced the mules back 
again into the compound with sticks, and stationed themselves at the gateway to 
prevent others passing out, ‘Thereupon we drew up a statement of the fact, which 
‘se got witnessed by the onlookers, amongst whom were two of the head Seyeds of the 
place,

‘THERE can be little doubt that the Yemen is again in a very! disturbed state, 
‘The last insurrection was never radically subdued, and rumours are e more rife of 
Arab risings against the scattered Turkish garrisons. Tn the inclosed despatch 
Lieutenant-Colonel Maunsell, Military Attaché, gives an account of the military situation 
of the province, which is precariously held by a force of some 15,000 ‘Turkish troops, 
The Imam of Sana is said to be again the centre of the revolt, and according to 
Colonel Maunsell’s information, the Turks have already met with two serious reverses 
at ne hands of the tribes, one to the north and the other to the south of the 
capital, 

On the former occasion Abdullah Pasha, Turkish Commander-in-chief, is reported 
to have fallen back on Sana, with a loss of 400 meu, and on the latter in the Sandjak of 
‘Taiz, not far from the Aden frontier, the telegraph was cut and a Turkish foree apparently 
‘overwhelmed by the tribesmen, 

At the Sublime Porte it is admitted that fighting has taken place, but the Turkish 
Joss near Taiz is put down at four or five men only, and it is claimed that the surrounding 
force of 800 Arabs was quickly dispersed, and the telegraph repaired. 

Considerable uneasiness, however, prevails both at the Palace and the Porte, and, 
in addition to the reinforcements about to be sent from Syria, a Government vessel left 
Coaseatioonle on the 4th instant, having on board a military and religious deputation 
fromm the Sultan, under the leadership of a General of Di (Moustapha Pasha) and 
of Hassan Bey, son of Abdul Hada, the well-known Confidential Adviser of His Imperial

IN the inclosed despatch His Majesty's Consul at Bussorah calls my attention to 
the inadequacy of the measures taken by the Ottoman authorities to protect the traffic 
on the Shatt-el-Arab from piratical attacks on the part of the riverain Arabs, and he 
suggests that the river from Bussorah to Fao should be regularly patrolled by at least 
three small Turkish steamers, and that the Persian authorities should be warned that. 
reprisals will be exacted by one of His Majesty's ships for acts of piracy committed 
on British vessels outside the bar. 

The present Vali of Bussorah appears to be anxious to put down robbery, and I 
haye thought it my duty to point ont to the ‘Turkish Foreign Minister that the failure of 
the crops in the districts traversed hy the Shatt-el-Arab is only too likely to produce an. 
increase of piracy unless vigorous measures of repression are promptly taken, 

T have since directed Mr. Block to communicate to 'Tewfik Pasha the substance of 
Mr. Wratislaw’s despateh and to urge that the Vali may be encouraged to take energetic 
measures, 

A few days ago I received a telegram from Mr, Wratislaw, advising that, in view of 
several acts of piracy which had taken place since the date of his despatch, a British 
gun-boat should at onee be sent to patrol the river. ‘The duty of preserving the peace 
lies, however, primarily with the Turkish Government, and I am reluctant to recommend 
the dispatch of a British vessel until time has been given to the Ottoman authorities to 
deal with the matter themselves. ‘The Foreign Minister will, however, be informed that 
if they fail to restore security, I shall be compelled to recommend that a British gun-boat 
should undertake the duty. "Your Lordship is aware that it has been customary for the 
last few years to send a British gun-boat to the Shatt-el-Arab during the date export 
season beginning in September. I trust it may be possible to avoid extending the 
period when such assistance is necessary.

In Colonel Wahab’s letter dated the 19th April Inst, that officer endeavours 
“to show that even if it were practicable to define the boundary ou this basis ” (je, the 
actual situation) “it would be unjust to the Amir of Dthali.” Later on he says that 
certain acts complained of * were Left to ba dealt with in the general seltlemontof the 
Loundary ;”” and he concludes that * the existing position furnishes no satisfactory basis 
for a frontier line.” It appears to Lord George Hamilton that Colonel Wahab 
misunderstands the objects with which the present Commission was organized, It 
has long been known that the Amiri country was broken up by. interlacing jurisdictions 
and undefined Turkish rights over various villages. It is possible that the ‘Turks may 
have eneroached beyond the line accepted by us as the limit of the Aden Protectorate, 
and matters may have arisen which will require hereafter a “settlement.” But the 

ject now in view is to trace the line of what has been regarded by us as the actual, 

+ imperfect, boundary of British influence. ‘The extreme limit we can claim has 

mderstood to be the line shown in Colonel Wahab's Report of 1892 as far as it was 

there traced, and elsewliore the line shown by the best obtainable proof of the status quo, 

‘en though this line might not be conterminous with the territories or the claims of the 

tribe protected, ‘The main object in view is the safety of Aden, and not of the tribes, and 

it is desired that the line which represents the existing limit of ‘British exclusive influence 

should be traced and accepted by the Turkish Government and ourseives as the outer line 

Found Aden, which is not to be passed by either British or ‘Turkish officials, When this 

has been done, any further questions of the retirement of any outposts placed on the 

wrong side of the line, or any modifications to improve the line, ean be separately dealt 

with. If the Marquess of Lansdowne concurs in these views, it is proposed to explain 
the position accordingly to the Aden authorities. 

With regard to the other letter, dated the 19h April, Tam to invite 
attention to your letters of the 26th, 27th, 28th, and Bist March. It will be seen 
that Colonel” Wahab supplies some information ‘upon the questions raised in this

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Memorandum accompanying my letter dated the 12th February, show that they should 
be included in the Amiri sub-tribes. 

6, The statement in annex to Inclosure No. 8 that the British Commissioners. base 
their claim on bebalf of the Amir, to the territories included between the Selat, Harkaba 
and the Selat Kataba on a Firman, alleged by the Ottoman Commissioners to be 
spurious, is incorrect. His claim is based on (1) documents of undoubted authenticity

7. ‘The documents produced by the Turkish Commissioners dating from the former 
occupation of Yemen, i.c., before 1630 ab. were quite irrelevant to the ease, The 
modern ones included (1) Imperial Firmans dated 105 and 1912 a.ti, (1888. and 19; 
appointing certain Arab Chiefs as Sheikhs of Jahaf and its dependencies and leite 
appointing these Sheikhs to t h Class of the Majidia; (2) receipts for revenue: 
said to have been collected between those years from Jahat; (3) reeeipts for revenue 
collected from a Shairi Chief hetween 1280 and 1307 A.tt. (the Inst telve years ago), 

ue collected in Dthala itself during the short period it was occupied 
4.0. ‘The fact that contributions were levied for short periods in 
the Amir’s territory is merely a proof of the Turkish aggtession, of which His Majesty's 
Government have from time to time had to complain. to the Porte, but it ean hardly ‘be 
accepted as establishing any right over these territories, No record of revenue having 
been paid at any time by the Humedi, Azraki, Ahmadi, Mibrabi, or Mafn'ri tribes has 
been produced by the Turkish Commissioners, and the tribes themselves stato that they 
suteeessfull ‘ed an attempt made to coerce them some twenty-five years ago, anit 
cupation of the Mafi’ri Hill three months ago they have never been 

interfered with since. 

8. The allegation in the next paragraph is a deliberate falsehood, ‘The netual 
fiaels were reported in the diary under date the 16th March, and are as follows: A party 
of camelmen, without military escort, was sent as usual to purchase forage from. the 
Amiri villages, a few wiles from our camp and west of Jalela; they were stopped and 
jhused by some Arab levies in Turkish employ, and finaly fired at and compelled to tuen 
back 

9. The next allegation is equally untrue, On heating that a detachment of 
Turkish troops had occupied Jabal Mafw'ri, I addressed « strong remonstrance to the 
‘Turkish Commissioners against such a violation of the status quo, and informed them that 
unless these troops were withdrawn I must report the circumstances to my Government 
‘and avait its orders before resuming the business of the Commission. I inclose 
translation of my letter to Colonel Mustafa Remzi Bey on this subject 

10, The statement made by the Governor-General of Yemen in Annex 1 to 
Inclosuro 4 refers, L imagine, to ‘the conversation be yself and Colonel Mustafa 
Remi, reported in the diary of the 13th March, Amongst other things, L mentioned 
that Muhamad Nasir Mukbil had written seyeral letters to Sheikhs under British protec 
tion and in the disputed territory, eouched in very improper language and intentled to 
arouse illfeeling against us; and I reminded him that this man had been the cause of 
the Ad Dareja incident, and was evidently trying to create mischief again, Colonel 
Mustafa expressed his regret and promised to write to the Mutessarif of 'Ta'iz, under 
vhom Muhammad Nasir is employed, to put a stop to anything of the sort at ones. No 
other mention was made as to the Ad Dareja incident, and the conversation was continued 
ina perfectly friendly tone on both sides, 

1i. As regards the second paragraph of this note, it would perhaps be well if the 
‘Turkish authorities would direct their own officers to abstain from encroachinents such as 
Uhey attribute to the British Commissioners.

of its commanding position, Ottoman influence does not extend beyond its immediate 
vicinity, and the Amir of Dthala retains effective administrative control over the country 
around it extending close to Kataba, the real Turkish frontier ; he has, moreover, up to 
the time of the appointment of this Commission, drawn revenue from villages at the foot 
of the mountains cast of Kataba, and in the Wadi Safiya, draining westward to the Tiban 
Valley. In years past the Turks, availing themselves of jealousies between different 
Sheikhs, have levied taxes from some of the Shairi tribe, who occupy part of this plain, 
and at one time, owing to a dispute as to the election of the Amir, they actually occu, 
pied the toun of Dthala. On the remonstrance of His Majesty's Government, they 
retized from Dthala itself, and promised fo abstain from all interference in the Amir’s 
territory. ‘This promise has not been kept, as their present oceupation of Jalela shows, 
and complaints ‘hare constantly heen made by the present Amir and his predecessor of 
acts of aggression, in reply to which he has invariably been told that his complains have 
heen forwarded to higher authority, that his interests are being looked after by His 
Majesty's Government, and that he must for the present take no active measures to 
protect his rights, : 

4. In consequence of renewed encroachments reported by the Amir on several 
occasions last year, representations were made by the Resident at Aden to the Govern- 
tment of Bombay, and eventually Major. Davien, Fist Asistant, Resident, was sent. to 
Dthala to report on the situation, Before action could be taken on his report, the 
present Commission was appointed, and the particular acts complained of were left to be 
dealt with in the general settlement of the boundary. On the arrival of the British 
Commissioners at Dthala, Turkish troops were found to be in possession of tne advanced 
positions, whose occupation had been reported by the Amir, and since the Commission 
commenced its sittings the Turkish authorities have not serupled to wlvance their 
cutposts still further, and to practically draw a cordon across the Dehala plain within a 
couple of miles of Dthala itself, 

5, In the mountainous country extending west to the ‘Tiban River a similar state of 
things exists. "This tract, comprising Jabal Jehaf and other mountains between 7,000 
feet and 8,000 fect above sea-level, contains a large proportion of fertile and cultivated 
land, oceupied by tribes acknowledging the Amir of Dthala as their head, and 
the exception of Jahaf, have hitherto successfully resisted ‘Turkish aggres By 
subsidizing one. of the Chiefs of Jahaf, and appointing him to govern the district, the 
Turkish authorities have, however, obtained a footing here also, and in October last year 
it was occupied by regular troops, obviously with a view to claiming it as in their effective 
occupation at the time of the appointment of the Commission. 

6. Itis, therefore, evident that the existing position furnishes no satisfactory basis for 
4 frontier line, If, for instance, Jalela is loft in Turkish possession, while the Amir 
retains his villages to the north, au isolated patch of Turkish territory’will remain in the 
middle of the Amir's territory, while any line drawn south or east of it must deprive the 
Amir of a large tract of country actually administered by him, and which has never paid 
tribute to, or accepted Turkish rule in any way. The position of Jahaf is analogous. 

7, Under the circumstances, I have the honour to suggest that the only satisteetory 
Soundary-line obtainable will be that which existed at the time ‘Turkish aggression frst 
Gimmenced in 1873. It is @ natural line, recognized by the people generally; the 
Humar, Amara, and other tribes west of the ‘Tiban, have accepted Turkish rule; the. 
Humedi, Abmadi, Mihrabi, and Azraki have never done so, but have, on the contrary, 
petitioned to be included in the British Protectorate,

AVE woul trouble you with this representation that one of the objects of the 
residence of a Minister in a foreign capital is to be informed about what happens, 
‘and to prevent oppression,

‘ment, ‘The clergy and the nation protested, The loan was deferred. 

Fast year the Atabeg secretly contracted a loan with Russia. After this was 
concluded it became known that the Customs had been pledged, ‘The Ulema wished 
fo prevent the business, hut it had been done, and they Kept quiet, “Agate the year 
they wish to borrow a similar sum from Russia, and to yo to Europe and to give the 
ports as sccurity,. ‘The Ulema and all the subjects will never put up with this transaction, 
and are greatly distressed for the defence of Islam and their own good name. Therefore 
‘\ body of Moslems, on behalf of all the Moslems and Ulema, by these presents eall on 
all the forcign Ministers to bear witness and testimony that they maybe avare and 
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informed that if the Russian Government eonclude this transaction and takes the ports 
in pledge all the Ulema and subjects will not tolerate it, If there is trouble, the smoke 
(or sigh) thereof will go up to the eyes of all Europe, and as the other Governments are 
interested in the well-being of God and people and wish to avoid troubles, it would be 
becoming and pleasing that they should hinder Russia from this transaction, and thus 
prevent eause of trouble,

" _LHAVE the honour to transmit herewith, with reference to previous correspondence, 
copy of a despatch which I have addressed to the Government of India, on the subject 
of Mitjawa and the boundary question between Persian and British Beluchistan, 

T saw M. Naus this afternoon and spoke to him in the sense indicated in this 
despatch, saying that I thought the 8 was to drop the discussion 
of past inisunderstandings, whatever th ny and to avoid their repetition in the future 
by instructing our respective agents in Seistan to co-operate cordially in encouraging out 
commercial intercourse and relations in the future. 

His Excellency assured me that there was nothing which he himself more carnestly 
desired. There was absolutely no conflict of interests between tis; quite the contrary, 
He himself had instructed the Belgian Customs officals to bear in mind that in dealing 
with all Russo-Persian questions on the northern frontiers of Khorassan they must nel as 
far as possible in harmony with the Russian Consul-General at Meshed, 

‘The same rule applied to their dealings with the British Consular authorities on the 
frontier of Beluchistan, and MM. Castaigne and Molitor had been instructed to this effect, 
M. Molitor had also heen directed to remit certain fines which he had imposed without 
sufficient reason on an Indian caravan, On my suggesting that. the restoration of cordial 
relations would be facilitated by the transfer to some other post of MM. Molitor and Cesn 
M. Naus said he was quite of my opinion, and would take as early un. opportunity av he 
could of replacing them by other officers who had not been identified with recent 
Aificulties. He could not well do so all at once while these ineidents were still fresh 
without appearing to censure them for acts in respect of which Captain Webb-Wace, and 

hey, was the real aggressor; but he would quietly move them in the course of the next 

ro oF three montis in such a way a8 not to seem to imply that they were being punished 
on account of these proceedings. 

1 observed that it was very desirable in the interests of good relations to avoid 
anything which could give colour to a suspicion that the Belgian officials at Kuhi-Matele 
Siah and in Seistan were working with, or being used by, Mr. Miller in order to obstruct 
the development of our trade route, and that it was a pity that the Persian Government 
should have discussed, as they appeared to have done, the Mirjawar incident with the 
Russian Legation, and moved the Russian Embassy in London to make inquiries on the 
subject from your Lordship. Such action could do no good, as His Majesty's Government 
‘iad merely to answer, ns that of Russia had done in 1889 with respect to the Khorassan, 
irontie, that the matter concerned themselves and Persia alone, and it might even bo pro- 
ductive ‘of harm, 

M, Naus replied that the Persian Government had not applied or appealed to Russi 
but that the Russian Legation had itself approached and. pressed them on the aubject, 
He added in the strictest confidence, that: the Russians had informed them that if they 
‘llowed us to occupy Mirjawar or to rectify to our advantage the frontier us shown on the 
‘naps attached to the Holdich Protocol, the Russian Government would insist on a 
corresponding rectification of the boundary and cession of territory in Northern 
Khorasan, 

‘This statement confirins the impression derived by me from previous conversations 
sith the Grand Vizier and Mushir-ed-Domleh, which Ihave already had the honous ne 
‘eport, as well as the opinion expressed by me’ ia my despatch No. 14 of the 10th Apr 
‘0 the Government of India, that it would be very undesirable for us to demand! an.

Since that despatch was written the Government of India has instructed Captain 
Webb-Ware to withdraw to the left bank of the Talab. On being informed of 
tion, T acquainted the Mushir-ed-Dowleh, and, a few days later, the Grand 
verbally. Both Ministers expressed their satisfaction, 

T have now the honour to transmit a copy of a note which I am sending to the 
Mushir-ed-Dowleh, embodying the views set forth in your despatch above referred to. 
doing so, T would venture to observe that it would perhaps be wiser not to suggest fo the 
Persian Government a rectification of the frontier-line as laid down on the maps, which 
would have the effect of transferring. to ourselves a considerable tract, including Buzdap, 
or Dazab, now shown as Persian territory, 

‘The Shah is, as the Government of India are aware, very suspllous of ove designs 
on Beluchistan, and the Grand Vizier sill probably, before accepting the line suggested, 
consult the Russian Legation, which will almost certainly advise him to insist on retaining 
Duzdap, and promise him the support of the Russian Government, As the tract in ques 
tion is, in the words of your despatch under reply, not worthy to be the subject of 
sustained controversy," I think it would be simpler to accept arid mark out by eairns

‘There is, no doubt, much to be said for the views expressed by Major Napier, ‘The 
question of the improvement of communications between India and Khorassan will be 
answered differently, according as it is examined from a strategic or commercial point 
of view. It may, Limagine, be regarded as certain that if Russia decided to attack 
India she would violate Persian territory without reference to any protests which might 
be made by the Persian Government (General Kossakovsky has adinitted as much to me), 
anil she would very probably, as part of her plan of operations, send a column to Seistan, 
On the other hand, the decision of the Government of India to facilitate intercourse 
between Quetta and Eastern Persia by making a railway to Nushki and improving and 
developing the trade ronte between the Intier place and Seistan seems to indicate a 
feeling on their part that the policy of making, on military grounds, communication 
between Meshed and India as difficult as possible has been abandoned, or at any rate 
modified ; and it must always be borne in mind that if roads through ‘Khorassan are 
opposed or discouraged by us, they may be built and worked tmder Russian auspices, It 
is not, however, for mo to make suggestions on so grave and difficult a question of 
Imperial policy, In my despatch No, 1, Commercial, I merely sought to indicate the 
best means of giving effect to the desires of British traders to inerease Indian trade with 
Khorassan and assist it to hold its own os against that of Russia in Meshed and other

The following details have been received as to the murder of two, Russian officers by 
Afghans, bue their accuraey is not vouched for. 

The officer killed at Maruchak was a Cossack shooting on the Afghan border. 
Dismissing his guard he wandered alone on the mountains, where he met some Afghans, 
Being in Afghan territory they asked him what he was doing, and shot him dead, 

‘The officer killed at Chahil Dukhtaran was an officer of the Railway Battalion 
stationed at Khushk, and was employed in laying the light railway to the Afghan border. 
He was at railliead, and waiting for a construction train to return, in order to take him 
hack to Khushk, ‘The train being late he started to walk. On the way he was sniped 
by an Afghan from the Afghan side of the border. 

‘The reports that emissaries have been sent from Bokbara to Cabul, and more 
especially that a Russian officer had gone there, are believed to be entirely false, 

‘The narrow-guage railway has now been completed from Khushk to Chahil 
Dukhtaran. 

Two railway battalions are employed at and round Khushk, ‘hey consist of 600 
nen each, and are additional to the garrison of 1,686, already wiven as the garrison of 
Khushk post. 

‘There is no foundation for any reports that large numbers of troops have been 
massed at Khushk. ‘There have, no doubt, been movements of troops along the Trans~ 
Caspian Railway, but they may be regarded as merely a shifting or relieving of troops. 
Possibly experiments are’ being made as to the capacity of the railway's rolling-stock, 
and men and animals are being practised in railing and derailing. 

‘The collection of stores may he thought necessary against future eventualities in 
Afghanistan, 

The inauguration ceremony of the commencement of the telegraph line from 
Meshed to Seistan was held on the ath April. ‘The Russian Consul-General hopes to 

junction between the Russian telegraph system at Askabad and the Persian 
system, so that there shall be a continuous line from Askabad to Seistan, He is doing 
his utmost to spread the idea that the now line is under Russian protection, much to the 
annoyance of the local Persian authorities, 

‘Phe Russians have ordered the Jews living in Sarakhs, Doshakh, ‘Tajend, and 
Khaaka to leave the country within two months, as they act as recoivers of Persi 
rans smuggled into Russia and used by Russian ‘subjects when making purchases 0 
supplies from the Afghans. ‘The Russians wish to stop this trafic, as indirectly it is a 
lucrative one to the Imperial Bank of Persia, who supply the krans, and because the 
Russians are anxious to force their gold coinage upon the Afghans. The are reported to 
have confiscated 80,000 krans being smuggled across their border, and the enforcement 
of the order is telling unfavourably against the Imperial Bank. 

Colonel ‘Trench reports that the Belgians are obtaining a great hold on the country 
in Khorasan, and are eatrying out their reforms with much perseverance, It is also 
expected that their organization of the postal service, as far as Khorassan is concerned, 
will be a great success, 

Captain Smythe, who has made a short tour in the direction of the Afghan 
fronticr, reports that he was invited by the Afghans at Zulpikan to come over and 
inspect them, He was received with every mark of friendliness and honour, He has 
arranged with the Timouris, who own large numbers of camels, that they should send a, 
trial caravan straight through to Quetta. Much will depend on the reports of these 
men on the Nushki route whether the large supply of ‘Timouti camels will be available 
for the through transport, ‘The uncertainty of obtaining camels for the through 
Journey is now a oreat difliculty for traders, 

‘The Governor of Krasni ived a letter from General Kuropatkin 
informing him that he will visit ‘rans-Caspia this spring to make another tour of 
‘inspection, 
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Seistan. 


On the 2nd February M. Korniloff, who is reported to be a Russian engineer officer, 
arrived in Seistan and is staying with M. Miller, who represents him as a specialist in 
archeology. He is said to have surveyed the Sarakls-Seistan route, On the 7th 
February he left for a tour on the Afghan—Seistan frontier, and on his return accom- 
panied M, Miller on a visit to Kohi-malik Siah, He left on the 28th via the Karez~ 
Asperun route for Meshed,

one portion of which he has promised to adapt to the requirements of Europeans.

WITH reference to previous correspondence on the subject of the British station of 
Bassidore, I have the honour to report that, during my recent tour in the Persian Gulf, L 
took the opportunity of inspecting the locality. 

Tn order to make the situation as regards the limits of our station perfectly clear, 1 
forward two tracings taken from the charts, ‘The one marked (A) 1s on a small scale, and 
shows the position of Old Bassidore, which is entered as Nakhlistan on the tracing, ‘This 
place, as well as Kalat Haji Karim which was pointed out to me as the old Portuguese 
fort, may properly, as decided by the Goveroment of India in their letter, dated the 
29th October, 1901, be considered to be outside our limits. 

‘The tracing marked (B) is on a larger scale, and shows clearly marked the elevated 

und which may be considered to form the British station of Bassidore, This piee. of 
ground includes the site of the now deserted village of Singao, There are very extensive 
fuins stretching over the northern portion of the elevated ground and including Singao, 
apparently on the site of the old Portuguese Settlement. 

‘2. There is, in my opinion, no doubt that the elevated ground alluded to above marks 
out our station in a satisuctory manner, and its arca is amply sufficient for any possible 
Subsequent requirements of a naval and commercial station. Tt is quite within the range 
of possibility that our merchants, driven away from Lingah by the short-sighted policy of 
the new Castoins Administration, may in the near future elect to settle down at Bassidore, 
and make it the emporium of the Arab coast trade. 

‘When f was recently at Lingab, inquiries were made from me as to the possibility of 
settling at Bassidore, and I replied to the effect that I saw no objection to such a course if 
the merchants thought it worth their while to do so. 1 purposely did not offer them any 
active encouragement, being of the opinion that the initiative in a matter of such import= 
ance had best come from the merchants themselves, who will have much to consider 
before coming to any definite deci 

Tf any merchants do abandon Lingah and form a Settlencut in Bassidore, the Persian 
Government will. have only themselves to thank but the question of Bassidore will pro» 
bably be raised in an acute form. The Government of oa 
previous reports that 1 have had more than one application from Persian subjects 
to settle in Bassidore, and that these applications have met with no encouragement 
from me.

Bushire, March 14, 1902. 

I HAVE the honour to forward copy of a despatch which I have addressed to 
Sir Arthur Hardinge on the subject of the Lingah Customs question. 

Since writing this despatch I have reecived a telegram from the Minister 
me that telegraphic orders have been sent to the Bushire Customs autho 
re-exportation of the 15,000 bags, free of export duty, if their Indian origin can be 
proved; and, further that M, Nous has promised to write, dealing with the whole 
Guestion. 

Tt seems possible that the Minister of Customs at ‘Tehran has now seen that the 
exactions of the Department at Lingah have gone too far, and are likely to prove the ruin 
of the place, Whether he will now take steps to remove the traders’ grievances I cannot 
say, but it seems to me that a good deal of mischief has already been done, as several 
cargoes have already been taken direct to the Arab coast, which would otherwise have 
found their way into Lingah.

Bushire, March 12, 1902. 

I HAVE the honour to report, for your Excellency's information, that orders 
have heen recently issued by the Customs Administration of the Gulf ports with 
regard to the levy of customs dues at Lingah, which have created considerable dis- 
satisfaction at that port. 

Your Excellency is, I believe, aware that the importance of Lingah as a trade centre 
is mainly due to the fact that, by its position and convenience as a port of call for ocean- 
‘going steamers, itis the chief emporium for the trade of the various places on the opposite 
const of the Persian Gulf, such as Shargah, Debaye, Abu Dhabi, &c. 

‘There is a large community of British Indian traders residing at Lingah who, as well 
asthe native merchants, do a flourishing business with the Arab const ports; and the local 
importance of Lingah, from a trade point of view, being very small, the flourishing con 
dition of tho place Jy due to the cireumstances which Have caused it to be selected 
asa centre for the di bution of trade. 

Belgian Customs Adin ion were at first careful not to make any radical 
hunge in the system whereby merchandise brought to Lingah for transhipme 
places outside Persia was subjected to special and lenient treatment. [had occasion 
in 1900 and the early part of 1901 to discuss ‘the question of the customs dues 
at Lingah with the late M. Simais, then Director-General of the Persian Gulf Customs. 
M, Simais was well aware of the special conditions obtaining at Lingah, and was careful 
ot to make such an alteration in the levy of the dues as might damage the prosp 
of the port, 

Later on, however, alterations were brought in, and our merchants began to 
complain. 1 did aot, however, have occasion to make a representation to your Excellency 
on the subject, as, although the old lenient rates were abolished, and the & per cent. 
import duty Was introduced, special arrangements were allowed to remain in force 
for merchandise subsequently exported to the Arab coast, and no disparity of treatment 
was, so far as T could uscertain, shown to our merchants as compared with the Persian 
traders, 

‘At the commencement, however, of the current year certain new orders were intro- 
duced, which are to the following effect :— 

When goods are transhipped within the harbour a transhipment duty of 4 kran per 
package will be charged; if, however, goods are landed, they are to be charged at the 
Tate of 4 ran per package, provided that they are re-exported within twenty days, and 
Uint during this period they remain within the control of the Custom-house, otherivise 
they will be charged the full export du per cent. 

urthior—anid this is the ebief cause of complaint—rice and ghi have to pay an 
oxport duty of 10 per cent., aud wheat aud barley 15 per cent, notwithstanding the fact 
that these articles have been imported into Lingah from India, and have paid the 
duty of per cent, T understand that. th house authorities justify th 
on the ztound that the export of provisions from Persia ie probiibited position is 
hardly reasonable when it is considered that the articles in question have only been 
imported for the purpose of subsequent re-exportation, ‘The consequence is, | hear, that 
15,000 bags are lying in the Customs uncleared. 

Our merchants further complain, and with perfeet reason, 1 consider, that the limit of 
twenty days, within which they are to re-export their merchandise in order to avail them= 
selves of the privilege uf paying the transhipment fee of } kran, is not sufficient. ‘They 
say that they cannot always arrange for sailing craft within so short a time, and they desire 
that the period may be extended. Petitions to this end have been submitted to the 
Director-General of Customs, but, I hear, have been without elfect. 

‘The action of the Customs Administration is to me incomprehensible. ‘The local 
Ofticials are perfectly aware of the conditions of the Lingah trade, and of the probability of 
its ruin if the recent Regulations are not modified at once. Already several steamers have 
taken freights direct to the Arab coast instead of to Lingah, and meredants have, I heat, 

ied their sailing craft loading in India to proceed direct to the Arab coast. 

It is, in my. opinion, much to be regretted that the Persian Government are 
apparently determined to cause the ruin of a flourishing port. What their object ean be L 
do not know, It is, however, certain that the local officials know perfectly well, and have 
reported to Tehran, the conditions of trade obtaining in Lingah, and that the recent orders 
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hhave been issued in accordance with the deliberate instructions of the Minister of Customs 
in Tehran.

WITH reference to my Confidential letter, dated the 23rd February, on, the 
subject of Bassidore, I have the honour to report that I thn occasion Intely to send my 

I Assistant, Mr. W. S. Davis, in the “ Lawrence" to Lingab, in connection with a ease 
‘which had recently occurred there, After completion of his work at Lingal), Mr. Davis 
‘vas directed to proceed to Shargab, and left Lingah accordingly on the morning of 
the dth instant, Owing, however, toibad weather, the “ Lawrence ” was forced to put in 
for shelter at Bassidore, and while there Mr, Davis ascertained that the Russian traveller 
M. Ritman, alluded to in my diary—vide entry No. 26 for the week ending the 10th March, 
1902—had visited Bassidore the day before, having gone over from Lingah in the Customs 
boat, He stayed at Bassidore about two hours, made inquiries for the Coal Agent about, 
the coal lying there, and then left for Bunder Abbas, A few days before, the Mudir of 
Kishm visited “Old Bassidore,” and the Agent was informed by the villagers that it is 
intended to send a Customs official there shortly. E 

2, The Agent stated that he had received a letter from a merchant of Kishm named 
‘Alicbin-Yahya, who is agent for two baniahs, Nramdass and Dwarkadass of Calcutta, 
‘sking if permission could be granted to land 10,000 bags of rice at Bassidore, and to build 
godown near the landing-place, I had previously. during my recent. visit to Baasidore 
told the Agent that he was not to prevent any British subjects from settling there if they 
‘wished to do so, and Tam tow writing to instruct him that he must inform any settlers 
that they must understand that any buildings which they erect must be of temporary 
nature, and that if they wish to settle at Bassidore they must inform me of their wishes 
‘ind requirements, so that steps may be taken to allot sites to then. If the place is to 
become a commercial Settlement, care will have to be taken regarding the allotment of 
sites, and. the parts of the station which may, perhaps, be required for naval or military 
purposes, must be kept free. 

‘3. It is as yet too early to say whether traders really intend to form n Settlement at 
Bassidore. ‘The abandonment by them of Lingah, where they have been for many years, 
and which is in many ways a convenient place for trade, is a step which it is not to be 
expected that they would lightly undertake. ‘The recent exactions, however, of the 
Customs Department at Lingah are so serious that it seems impossible that trade can 
flourish at that port, add it appears highly probable that if one trader sets the example of 
starting business at Bassidore others will suon follow. 

"The question of the obstacles to trade which have recently been imposed at Lingal 
by the Customs Administration, will be made the subject of a separate letter ; but I think 
it as well to keep the Government of India informed of the turn which affairs at Bassidore 
are taking, in ease it may be considered desirable that I should discourage the formation 
of a trading Settlement there, ‘The position is undoubtedly very complicated: on the 
fone hand, we cannot but wish to encourage the impetus to our trade which a free port at 
Rassidore would give; on the other hand, the present may not be an opportune moment 
for bringing the question into prominence.

I HAVE the honour to inform you that I have received the following news 
from Yemen : 

My informant left here on the 7th April, and arrived at Ad Dubra (a village on the 
Wadi Shuman about two hours from Mavia) on the Sth. ‘There he found Muhammad 
Nasir Mukhbil, who was engaged in collecting taxes, Muhammad Nasir Mukhbil 
inquired where the English camp was, and whether it was truc that 500 English soldiers 
with five guns were leaving Adon for Dthala, and he affirmed that the last was a fact, as 
he had it from a sure source, My informant replied that the English camp was behind 
Kabar, about 1 miles from Al Jalela, but he knew nothing of the movement of English 
soldiers, Muhammad Nasir Mukhbil is said to have removed all his valuables from his 
houses at Dahna to his house at Jabal Sannak. Muhammad Nasir Mukhibil also gave 
my informant the following information :— 

‘The Mutessarif’ of Taiz had called all the Sheikhs who collect taxes for the 
‘Parkish Government to Dhi Sufal, and had placed hefore them three alternatives, viz., 
first, to fight the Imam’s people; second, to pay the Imam’s people some money, and 
get them to leave the country; or, third, to go to prison. ‘The Sheikhs replied that 
they would arrange to hold a meeting with the Imam’s people at Jibleh to discuss the 
matter, to which the Mutessarif consented. ‘The Shcikhs then went to Jibleh, and held 
4 meeting with the Imam’s people, who attended to the number of 6,000 men. On 
heating the proposals of the Sheikbs, they declared that they had been sent by the 
Tmam to expel the Turks from Yemen, and that they would not cease hostili 
object was accomplished, and until the 600 of their Sheikhs who were prisoners in the 
Island of Ardus (in the Levant) had been set free, and until they were paid seven-fold 
the blood-money for ench of their men killed by the Turks, Finding all hopes of peace

Tf HAVE reeeiyed a reply from the Persian Government to Sir A, Handinge’s 
note of the Gth April, a copy of which was forwarded to your Lordship in Sir A. Har- 
dingo's despatch No. 65 of the 10th April on the subject of Mirjawa. Tt is long and 
somewhat involved.

It is perfectly true that the request made by tho Russian Government in 1894 
for the withdrawal of Colonel Yate from the neighbourhood of the Russian frontier of 
Khorasan was based on very exaggerated reports of the escort by which he was 
secompanied. Lord Kimberley was aware of the fact at the time when the request 
‘was made, but he did not think it necessary to enter into controversy on tho subject, or 
to maintain the right of Colonel Yate to travel in the frontier districts of Persia with a 
suitable escort (which indeed the Russian Goyernment had not denied). ‘The fact 
that Colonel Yate's journey was giving rise to exaggerated reports and oceasioning 
inconvenience to the Russian authorities ap to him to be sufficient reason for at 
once sending instructions that it should be discontinued. 

_ It was on precisely the same grounds that His Majesty's Government, felt 

Justified in representing that M. Miller's journey along the frontier of Beluchistan 

‘was causing some inconvenience by the impression which it was producing. It was 

not suggested that such a journey was in itself irregular, or that it was unusual that a 

Consular officer should be provided with an escort. But it was reported by the

Russian interests it’ is difficult to 
conceive, But the movemenis even of small bodies of troops to these distant and 

districts are productive of inconvenience aud expense, and it seems to His 
Majesty's Government cminently undesirable that an impression should be all 
to prevail that the Russian Vice-Consul’s movements are directed in a spirit of 
antagonism to the tranquillity of the adjoining British territory. 

In order that no mistaken impressions may be allowed to prevail with regard to 
the above points, you should take the first available opportunity of mentioning 
verbally to Count Lamsdorifthe observations eontained in this despatch. Considering, 
however, the manne ich he has replied to the friendly communication made by 
you on the 2nd instant, it is not desirable that you should allow yourself fo be led into 
Turther arguments upon the subject, If, therefore, he should make any remarks in 
reply to yours, you should, after listening to them, state that you are instructed to 
abstain from further discussion, but that His Majesty's Government adhere to the 
opinions which they have already expressed, and reserve to themselves the right of 
taking whatever measures nay seem to them necessary for the purpose of safeguarding 
British interests in the regions to which this correspondence has reference,

MY recent official letters and telegrams, more especially those dated between the 
14th February and Sth March, haveshown how seriously our interests here aro being made 
to suffer through the medium of the Customs Department. I have pointed out the very 
hostile and unreasonable attitude of M. Molitor and his repeated acts of unfriendliness 
towards us ‘These culminated on the 4th March in his order for the confiscation of an 
entire British caravan, including the camels—the reason being that they had come by an 
“unauthorized” route. I have already reported that no warniog had been given of! this 
new rule constituting the Zirreb an unauthorized route, Tt was made on the spur of the 
moment by M. Molitor in Koh-i-Malik Siah, when he saw that the use of the Zirreh route 
tullified the effect of his order stopping our supplies for Robat, ‘Though on former 
‘occasions M. Molitor has always warned me of any penalty he proposed inflicting on our 
imerchants, in the present instance he entirely ignored me and ordered the sale by auction 
of the thirty camels which had infringed his new customs rule, ‘This was after, keeping 
the camels for three days in the earavanserai and refusing to allow the owner to give them 
bhusa. The latter came to complain to me that he had been ejected from the caravanserat 
and abused by the Customs officials. ‘This happened on the Ath, and it is worthy 
‘of note that on that day Mr. Miller spent a great. portion of his time in the customs 
caravanserai. 

T have explained to you in former private letters the difficult attitude M. Molitor had 
taken up with regard to our visits, and how he always expected me to walk over und call 
on him personally, if I wished anything done for a British subject, I have shown thot 
more often than not the necessity for such visits arose not from any offence committed by 
‘ih British subject, but on account of some act of injustice against our merchants, on the 
art of his Customs officials, In spite of this, and the fact that M. Molitor would never 
tet foot inside the Consulate, I have always made a point of paying him a personal visit— 

es three times in the day—when the interests of our merchants were at stakes 

need not remark that the situation was a trifle difficult—I might almost say 

ing—for me, especially when my frequent visits were a source of much satisfuction 
to Mr, Miller. 

On the present occasion, I went over to see M. Molitor for two reasons, | Firstly, 
Decause the camelmen, who were Afghans, looked like taking the law into their own 
hands, and secondly, to protest against M. Molitor’s rather high-handed conduct, 1 
warned him of the fanatical temperament of the Afghan and the inflammable material 
he was dealing with, and I pointed out that, as the Afghans wero under my protection, 
Teould not approve of such summary treatment on bis part, especially as the question 
whether the Zireeh was or was not an unauthorized route had been referred to Meshed for 
decision, 

Tn the end M, Molitor practically admitted that he had not a leg to stand on, and 
released the camels on. my promising that the camelian would present himself to you at 
Meshed for orders. ‘The difficulty was to induce M. Molitor to believe that the caravat 
hind not been instigated to use the Zirreh by Webb Ware : for it seems that one of the 
Jevymen at Kirtaka acted as guide (s0 Molitor tells me) to the caravan as far as Girde 
Chali, where Molitor met them. It was, 1 think, only natural that the guide, when asked 
by Molitor who he was, should reply: ‘A servant of Captain Webb Ware's.” By degrees 
Iwas able to convince Molitor of our sincerity and our desire to assist him in his work. 
Hie frankly admitted that I had never given him reason to think otherwise, and, 
extending his hand, he assured me that at heart he was our friend, but that he 
‘was s0 bound down by orders from Tehran that it was more than his position was 
worth to even interpret them liberally. ‘They were, he said, s0 precise as to admit of only 
one interpretation, I thanked him for his assurances, and the interview ended in a most 
friendly way. . 

Since then M. Molitor has paid me two visits at the Consulate, He has showa me 
extracts from letters and orders he has received from Meshed, in order, I presume, to 
prove to me the difficulty of his position here. ‘There is no doubt about the precise nature 
of his orders, and there seems to be an under-current of antagonisin against us running 
through tliem!, Molitor remarked to me that the Kob-i-Malik Siah post was merely a peg 
on which the Russians wish to haig many political intrigues and schemes. He said— 
have practically got orders to break your route, aud Miller is here #5 sentinel to see that E

do it. He watches meat every turn; he is continually asking me what I hare been doing. 
His visit to my post at Koh-iMalik Siali was merely to report on what I had done there. 
He represents ony little difficulties 1 mect with as the ‘obstructions of the English.’ He 
knows what orders reach me frou ‘Tehran, and apparently his word is believed in Tebran 
in preference to mine. Witness my Reports about the Koli-i-Malik Siah post, which I said 
would be a useless expense.” M, Molitor showed me an anonymous letter which was 
placed on his office table. ‘The handwriting seems to be that of Mr. Miller’s Mirza, the 
paper is good Russian note paper and the itk is English “copying.” Molitor had taxed 
Mr, Miller with being the autlior of it, In reply Mr. Miller merely asked if 
the letter was not true, The letter represents our merchants as smugglers, Se. 
Under the sbave circumstances, 1 think we may consi 
Vehaviour as not of his own making; but in spite of histriendly assmances, we have no 
ranitee whatever that his past conduct will not be repeated if he finds it expedient to 
do so, As T have suid in my diary, we cannot allow our interests to suffer because Molitor, 
in seliedcfence, has to udopt the policy of robbing Peter to pay Paul 
‘The Goverment of India consider it of much importance that the customs post. on 
our frontier should be a first-class bureay, where all customs dues, &c., should be payable, 
‘The Customs way take us at our word, and order Molitor or Cesavi there at once now that 
the Persian Cossack escort has arrived here. We ought, I think, to ask for timely warntn, 
before this new post is permanently established ; for, otherwise, our traders will be calle 
‘on without waning to produce original invoices and pay all their dues in Koh-i-Malik 
Sial, Custoinis dues are payable in krans, and these could not be produced at the n 
Wour traders and interests are to be protected properly in Koh-i-Malik 
ah, we ought, I think, to have a European officer there, and we should get perm 
sion’ to build a thana ‘and a bungalow there without delay.

My Lord, Ispnhan, April 80, 1902. 
VARIOUS reasons, the chief of them being the necessity of my seeing the Grand 
Vizier Contrexeville on the subject of the Arabistan Road Concession before the Shah's 
‘arrival to England, have obliged me to abandon for the present my proposed journey to 
the Persian Gulf, and to decide to return home vid Russia; but I thought it advisable 
before doing so to carry out my intention of visiting the Zil-es-Sultan, who, as your 
Lordship is aware, has of late evinced a disposition to complain of being neglected by the 
Legation, 
T accordingly left Tehran, accompanied by Mr, Grahame (Major Napier having 

already preceded me), on the evening of the 19th instant, arriving at Ispahan, vid Cashan 

d Natenz, on the morning of the 25th. At Murchekar, the first place 
Sultan's jurisdiction, distant 86 miles from Ispahan, 1 was welcomed 

half by the Kerguzar of the province, and escorted to the city where I was received 
with every honour, the chief local authorities being present at His Majesty’s Consulate. 
General, with a guard of honour of 200 men. On the afternoon of my arrival paid an 
official visit to the Zil-es-Sultan, which His Royal Highness returned next morning, and 
on the evening of the 26th instant I had the honour of dining with him at the Palace, 

nong the guests on this occasi the Russian Consul, Prince Dabija, who, although 
wwe had all been asked in our invitation cards to come in levée dress, had the bad taste to 
appear in ordinary evening clothes—a want of manners which His Royal Highness was too 
courteous to take any notice of at the time, but of which he spoke to me afterwards 
somewhat bitterly. At the conclusion of dinner the Zilees-Sultan proposed the health of 
the Shah and of all his brother Sovereigns, with special reference to His Majesty the 
King Emperor, and I replied by drinking to that of His Royal Highness, os the august 
brother and worthy Representative of His Imperial Majesty the Shub, and the constant 
friend of the British Government. On the following evening I had the honour of

entertaining His Royal Highness and his sons, all of whom in Ispahan, exeept one who is 
a priest, had called on me in the morning, at dinner at His Majesty’s Consulate-General, 
and this afternoon T paid him a farewell visit at his garden a few miles outside the city. 
‘On this occasion, as well as on the previous evening after dinner, I had some conversation 
with him on the subject of the general situation in Persia and of his own position, as to 
both of which he seemed a little anxious. It was clear that, like many other thoughtful 
Persians, he regarded the break-up of the Persian nionarchy and foreign intervention, 
cither Russian or English or joint, as the inevitable result of a financial situation which 
foreign loans, obtained only to be squandered, merely served to aggravate, and le seouted 
as diplomatic commonplaces the more optimistic views which I endeavoured to put before 
him, “I know,” he “that you have worked hard for Pe but you are like a 
doctor who is sent for when the patient’s case is hopeless. No skill can resuscitate a 
corpse.”

Neverteles, on the, receipt of the appeals for co-operation which had Been sent 


by the clerical party in Tehran, Aga Nejely and other leading ecclesiastics hnd het 
meetings to consider the situation, whieh they regarded as franglit with the: most serious 
danger to the independence of their country and the interests of their religion.

T HAVE the houour to report, in continuation of my despatch No. 71 of'the 17th

Answer—The Persian Government agrees that the Sheikh shall be head of the 
Customs but insists upon having a Belgian assistant with « Mirza as his second, who shall 
keep the accounts and perform the routine business of the Customs under his authority. 

2. Ifa Customs official is to be sent from ‘Tebrau, the Sheikh wishes that he should 
be a Persian, 

Answer.—The Belgian who will be sent is a Persian employé, 

3. ‘The Sheikh shall remit the amount of the customs collected to the Governor-General 
of Arabistan, and the amount so remitted shall be deducted from the “ maliat’” (land tax) 
payable by him. 

‘Answer.—Agreed, 

4. The officials of the Customs shall have no right to interfere in the internal affairs 
of the Arabs or in any matters not relating to customs, 

‘Ansuer.—Agreed, 

5, The officials of the Customs shall be appointed by the Sheikh. If not, he will not 
he responsible for any theft, losses, Se,

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Answer —Agreed, with the exception of the Belgian assistant and his Mirza. 

6. The 5 per cent. duty to be levied by the custom-house at Mobammerah shall be 
final. It shall iinpose no other duties in the interior. Dates, fruit, &c. (hububat), shall 
be free from export duty, 

Answer—Agreed, but it is understood that cereals shall, whenever their export is 
permitted, pay the same export duty as in all other ports, 

7. An assurance is to be given to the Arabs that the cultivated lands of the 
Mohammerah district are their property and will not be confiscated, and that the Govern- 
ment will levy no tax upon them in excess of the ordinary “‘maliat.” 

Answer—The ownership of the soil (mulk) is vested in the Shah, but the Persian 
Government recognizes that anything on its. surface, viz., crops, trees, gardens, build- 
ings, Re,, is the property of the Arabs, ‘The Government shall lave no right to seize or 
sell these an‘! will not claim any proprietary rights over them. ‘The Atabs may sell them 
to one another but not to foreigners. 

8. ‘The Sheikh demands an indemnity for the abandonment of his old exclusive right 
to collect the customs, 

Answer.—The Persian Government will give him an annual pension of 12,000 tomans 
(24001. n-year), paid in monthly instalments, 

9, he Sheikh wishes to buy the frechold of the lands within the district admi 
by him on the eastern side of the Karun and also Hindian and certain other 
villages, on the same conditions the Nizam-es-Sultanch hought that of certain lands

Answer—The Persian Government regards these lands as Crown property, and it is 
ot at prese ell the frechold ; should it, however, decide to do so, the Sheikh 
shall Ive the + mption. 

Your Lordship will observe from the foregoing that the Government has practically 
‘ageced to ull Sheikh Khazal’s demands except the non-appointment of a Belgian, a point 
on which advised the Sheilth’s agent to yield, ond the recognition of the ownership of 
the soil, as distinct from its products, by the Arabs. M, Naus would personally have been.

THE Mushir-ed-Dowlch bas not yet received from the Atabeg-i-Azam the fexts of 
the Russian Loan Contract or Azerbaijan Road Concession, and I am, therefore, obliged to 
leave Tehran without having obtained copies of them. 

Both his Excellency and M. Naus have expressed to me their surprise at the state- 
ment made in the Russian Journal of the Finance Ministry, reproduced in the “ Journal 
de Saint-Pétersbourg of the 13th ultimo, that the Tabreez Road Concession provided for 
the erection along the rond of a telegraph line, and have declared that they know nothing 
of any such condition, 

T have the honour to transmit herewith a copy of a note which, on receipt of your 
Lordship’s telegram No, 33 of the Sth instant, I addressed to the Persian Goverament, 
reminding it that nothing contained in the first or second loan contract with the Russian 
Bank could affect its anterior pledge to us that the Customs of Southern Persia should not 
he placed under foreign control. “The Mushir-ed-Dowleh, whom { informed yesterday of 
my intention to address this reminder to him, was evidently good deal embarrassed at the 
prospect of receiving it, and asked me to send it to the Grand Vizier, as ho himself had 
had nothing to do with the loan negotiations, and would prefer not to be drawn into any 
Alisenssion about them. I have accordingly addressed my reservation to the Atabem 
Azam, merély leaving @ copy as a record and for convenience of reference with his 
Excellency. 

T Team from ecclesiastical informants that the chief priests at Kerbela and Nezel

‘With reference to the letter from the India Office to the Foreign Office of the 
18th May, it appears to me to be absolutely necessary that the Turks should svithdra 
from places on the British side of the line, especially Jebel Mafare, bofore any demar- 
cation can be undertaken on the spot, ‘The fact that it was occupied in the ciream- 
stances which I have reported constitutes a flagrant breach of international comity, 
‘The command of the route by Great Britain, and therefore the evacuation of Jaleli by 
the Turks, are necessary to the safety of Aden.

Al Kadthisbin-Muhammad Al Akam, one of the Chief Lieutenants of the Imam, 
arrived at Dthala during the week and sent a letter to say that he wished to visit our 
amp and to talk of matters that conld not well be put on paper.

Aden visiting the Air of 
Dthaia on the way at Al Hamra where he had gone for a few day's visit, ‘The Amir's 
son reports this morning (6th May) that Inst night a party of Sha'ir, under a Sheikh 
appointed by the Turks, at the instization of ove Saya Abnad, who is married to the 
Geughter of the Sheikh, went to Lakmatal-Salah, one of the Amir’ villiges to the 
orth of Al dalels, and attacked the house of a rival Sayad, named Ali, who is loyal to 
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the Amir, burnt the door and captured Sayad Ali’s son. Sayad Ali had retreated to the 
house of the Amir of Dthala in that village, where he keeps a post of seven men. ‘The 
Amir's son asked permission to send a party to support his adherents in Lakmat-al-Salah 
‘and was told that he might send a few men on condition that they did not come into 
conflict with Turkish troops.

A postal service of thirty Afghan sowars hus been established between Herat and 
hibit Bokiteran, to afford the Afghan authorities early notice of any Russian moves 
ments,

Lordship the appointment of a native Agent at Bampur, in Persian Baluchistan, 

2, We now forward a copy of correspondence, as noted in the inclosed list, showin 
that objections have been raised by His Majesty the Shah to the appointment of « Britis 
Agent at Bampur, and that it has been found necessary to withdraw our Representative 
temporarily to Kerman, Sir A. Hardinge has suggested that, in order to induce the 
Persian Goverment to withdraw their opposition, we whould consent to the appointment 
of a Persian Consul at Quetta, or, as an alternative, that the jurisdiction of the Persian 
Consulate at Karachi should ‘be ‘extended so as to include’ British Baluchistan, We 
understand! the latter proposal to mean that the Persian Consul at, Karachi would have 
liberty to reside at Quetta and to exercise jurisdiction from that place, 

3, As your Lordship is aware, it has always been the policy. of the Government of 
India to restrict the residence of foreign Consuls to the sea-port towns, to which they 
have been accredited ; and, subject to any instructions which we may receive from your 
Lordship, we are not prepared to consent to a relaxation of the rule in the present ease, 
We apprehended that the residence of a Persian Consul at Quetta, so far from being 
conducive to the suceess of the trade route between Nushki and Seistan, might constitute 
‘serious impediment to its expansion ; and we should be reluctant to create a precedent 

ich might induee other countries to claim privileges similar to thse which i has now 
been proposed to grant to Persia, Our Agent at Bampur is little more than a news- 
writer; and, although in the interests of fndian trade and of our Administration on the 
Perso-Baluch frontier we should regret his withdrawal, wo consider that the incon 
Yenience thereby involved would be more than outweighed by the disadvantages 
attending the acceptance of Sir A. Hardinge’s proposal. 

4. We shall be glad to learn at_an early dato whether your Lordship approves of 
the attitude which we propose to adopt; and we would suggest that a further effort 
should be made to remove the groundless apprehensions which His Majesty the Shah 
appears to entertain regarding our poiiey on the Seistan border.

HAVE the honour to submit the following Report of the state of affairs in the 
Yemen :— 

For the past three months trade las practically heen at a stand-still at Hodeida, 
‘owing to the disturbed state of the Yemen in general, and the consequent inability o 
Caravans to proceed from and enter this tower in safety. ‘The road between Hodeida 
Gnd Labur and Beit-el-Fakih (lwo towns to which a considerable quantity of pieee-zoods 
fare sent from here) has been particularly unsafe, and instances of robbery and attacks on 
‘caravans by armed bands have been reported very frequent! 

‘On the Sth instant the Turkish Octroi official at Marawar was ordered by rebellions 
Arabs to quit the place, under penalty of death on refusal, anid was therefore compelled 
to leave. 

‘On the 14th instant, owing to the reported looting of two camel loads of skins 
coming in to Hodeida, ‘the Chief of the Gendarmerie of this city, with a. party of 
twenty-five horsemen, proceeded to a place called Kadhala, about: bvo hours) journey:

Eztract from the “ Novoe Vremya” of June 14 (27), 1902, 


THE little news which reaches us from time to time from Persia goes to show 
that this country is attracting, in an ever increasing degree, the attention of foreign 
‘capitalists and enterprise. ‘The acquirement by an English Syndicate under the chair 
manship of Mr, D'Arcy, of an extensive Concession for working the naphtha wells in 
the south-west of Persia, is a sad presage of the possible usurpation of the country by 
foreigueis in the near future. Such a fate, regrettable from the standpoint of Russian 
interests, lias already befallen Asia Minor which, as regards its zeographical situation, 
differs but little from Persia, whose turn has now come, 

In order to prevent the peaceful conquest of the Near East by other nations, we 
must clearly abandon our attitude of passive defence of Asiatic Turkey, and especial 
of Persia and ourselves, adopt, a forward policy. It is well known what difficulties suc 
a course presents as regards ‘Turkey, but in Persia there lay before us up to the present 
aan open field of action, 

If we were to be guided by the example of the Germans in Asia Minor, we ought, 
of course, to begin constructing railways in Persia, as this would he the most powerful 
means of strenghtening our influence in the country 

Itis, however, not an easy matter to decide 
view. We secured from the Persian Government an undertaking not to grant railway 
Concessions to any one during a specified number of years. The term of this obligation 
expired three years azo, but, as we know from reliable foreign sources, it was renewed 
at our request. 

Persia gave us this undertaking as part of the compensation for the Concession

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granted to England in the question of the Karun River Navigation, It was undoubtedly 
one of our most brilliant diplomatic victories in Persia, and one which bore good 
fruit for a number of yenrs, but it has now lost its former significance. 

Indeed, from a declaration made by Lord Cranborne in the House of Commons 
lately, it may be inferred that the English have succeeded, in no small measure, in 
paralyzing the advantages reserved to us in virtue of our Railway Convention. ‘The 
declaration was evoked by a question of Mr. Rowles, who desired to know if the interests 
of British subjects in regard to railway enterprise in Persia were guaranteed. Lord 
Cranbore replied that an Agreement had in effect heen concluded between Russia 
and Persia a few years back, in accordance with which the Persian Government bound 
itself not to consider any projects for the construction of railways, no matter whether 
they were presented by Persian subjects or by foreigners. Lord Cranborne stated, 
however, that if it should prove to be the case that the action of British capitalists and 
contractors was limited by the Russo-Persian Railyay Convention, the British 
Government had taken steps to secure to them the right to build railways in a 
specified rexion of Persia, as soon as railway construction was begun at all in that 
country, 

From these words it is evident that the Persian Government has bound itself to 
England, in. the event of its granting to Rossian contractors a Concession for any 

give t British contractors a corresponding Concession 
within a specified region, that is, in all probability, in the southern half of Persia, 

In stich manner England will meet every forward step we make in the north by a 
corresponding forward step inthe south, and ft iy doubt who will get the best of it 
Since England has suceceded in securing to herself the right to build railways in the whole 
of the south of Persia, that aim, the realization of which we so much desired, to have an 
outlet to the ocean, iy foiled. 

We can only trust that the Persian Government did not take such a step without the 
knowledge of our Government; but the state of affairs as at present revealed forces 
us, nolens volens, to alter our policy towards Persia, and to have recourse to new measures 
in order to strengthen our influence in that country.

Diary (May 21 to 28, 1902, inclusive.) 


‘THE ‘Turks still maintain the same aggressive attitude which they have hitherto 
assumed, "They challenged two of our surveyors near the Kharcba Pass which is 
5 miles within the British side of the line laid down by His Majesty's Government, and 
habitually patrol at night to the head of the pass, and sometimes also by day. ‘They 
still occipy Jebels Mafnri and dFehaf also on the British side of the line and also 
other positions, the occupation of which, sinee the Commission was mooted, has been 
protested against, and as far as we know they have received no instructions to respect 
the line indicated,

Colonel Wahab to Political Resident, Aden. 


Sir, Camp Dthala, May 30, 1902, 

LHAVE the honour to acknowledge receipt of a (letter) from the Secretary of 
State for India to the Foreign Office, dated the 13th May inst, 

T have already in my letter, dated the 10th May, referred to the instructions 
received by swe from the Government of India, which I considered compelled me to 
inquire fully into the actual position, My inquiries confirmed the statements mae by 
Major Davies in his Report submitted by you to the Bombay Government under your 
etter of the 20th November, 1901, and as there was no time for any action to be 
taken on it before the appointment of this Commission, T understood that you wished 
the questions referred to therein to be dealt with in the general settlement of the 
boundary. As the result, I deemed it my duty to point out the grave disadvantages of 
any demarcation based on the actual situation, and to recommend a line which would, 
believe, insure the objects aimed at by His Majesty's Government, viz, the safety of 
Aden, and the prevention for the future of ‘Turkish interference in the ‘affairs of the 
protected tribes, and which would not be incompatible with the repeated promises 
of British residents to uphold the Amir's rights, 

‘The encroachment by the ‘Turks beyond the line accepted by His Majesty's Governe 
ment is not a matter in doubt. Major Davies reported the establishment shortly betore 
his visit of a Turkish post on the Jabal Shahad or Sahieb, south-east of Jalela, completely 
barring the roads from Dthala to the north aud east ; Jabal Mafari was occupied actually 
during the sitting of this Commission, and under cireumstances which compelled ine to 
break off communication with the Turkish Commission ; and I would respectfully submit 
that the retirement of the Turks from these places should be preliminary ani not subse~ 
quent to the tracing of the line,

dispatch to the Secretary to the Goverment of India, Roreign Department, and 
to repeat the same to the Secretary of State for India,
